has been advanced beyond the first 
crossing of the Rio Guama about a 
mile, and a tug lies three and one- 
half miles from the Spanish intrench- 
ments. | 

Gen. Lawton's brigade rests on the 
road to Santiago de Cuba. The Third 
Brigade, under Gen. Chaffee, the Sev- 
enteenth, Twelfth and Seventh regi- 
ments, holds the trench with his com- 
mand lying across the road and river. 

The First Brigade, the Eighth, Twen- 
ty-second and Second Massachus:stts, 
under Gen. Evan Clarke, lies on the 
left flank, slightly in the rear, and 
the Second Brigade, the First, Fourth 
and Twenty-fifth, occupies the oppo- 
site position on the right flank. 

Gen. Wheeler, with the cavalry, is in 
the rear between Sevilla Hills and the 
Rio Guama. A strong line of outposts 
is maintained ahead. 

Gen. Chaffee’s brigade, with 3000 Cu- 
bans under Gen. Aguirra and several 
hundred under Col. Gonzales, are skir- 
mishing toward the city this morning. 

The Cubans had several slight skir- 
mishes with the Spaniards stationed on 
the hills, on the American right ank, 
and our auxiliaries occupied the block- 
house in that vicinity which was eva«- 
uated before daybreak by the Span- 
iards. The latter retreated toward 
Santiago de Cuba. No fatalities are 1e- 
ported. 

Gen. Lawton, Gen. Chaffee and Gen. 
Wheeler have thoroughly reconnoi- 
tered the Spanish position, and with the 
aid of information furnished by the 
Cubans, have very good maps of the 
roads and ditches in the vicinity. Much 
information has also been obtained 
from Spanish pacificos who have 
slipped out and given themselves up 
in the hope of obtaining food. They 
report starvation and distress in San- 
tiago. They say the Spanish troops are 
on short rations, and that all the sup- 
plies are being held for their use. 

The sick in the hospitals, the paci- 
ficos say, are suffering from lack of | 
food, and they also report that seven- 
ty-seven Spaniards were killed and that 
eighty-nine were wounded es ihe re- 
sult of the engagement Friday last 
with Col. Wood's and Col. 
Young's commands. The most 
startling information obtained from 
the pacificos is that since 
the advance began almost twenty 
thousand Spanish soldiers have ar- 
rived at Santiago de Cuba. This state- 
ment is made on the authority of Gen. 
Lawton, and he is also of the opinion 
that Gen. Pando may be able to effect 
a juncture with Gen. Linares at San- 
tiago de Cuba. 

There are two fortifications of con- 
siderable importance within the Span- 
ish lines, Punta Blanca, at the southern 
end of the bay, and Santa Urusala at 
the southeast corner. On the road to 
Gauey on the north is another fort. 

There are about four hundred and 
fifty men in each of these fortifications, 
and stretching around the whole city 
are nine barbed-wire fences, tifty yards 
apart, while just inside these are lines 
of rifie-pits. Outside, to the eastward, 
about two miles beyond the American 


outposts, is a line of entrenchments } 


= 


extending from the northern extremity 
of the city to Moro Castle. 

A little west of south, at a distance 
of about seven miles from Gen. Law- 


ton's headquarters, lies Moro Castle. 


The road to within a few hundred 
yards of the batteries at the rear of 
Moro was reconnoitered yesterday at- 
ternoon by Gen. Chaffee and several 
members of his staff. 

The Cubans believe that if the water 
supply of the city can be cut off, San- 
tiago will have to yield at once. They 
say that Admiral Cervera’s entire fleet. 
except the torpedo-boat destroyer Ter- 
ror, is in the harbor. 

Gen. Lawton is inclined to discredit 
the reports that guns have been taken 
from the Spanish fleet to strengthen 
the defenses on land. He says it woulu 
be impossible for Admiral Cervera to 
reach the position of the American 
army with his big guns from where the 
Spanish ships lie. 

No aggressive move by the Ameri- 
cans is anticipated for several days. 
The road to the base of supplies must 
be greatly improved before the onward 
movement can be safely made. At 
present it taxes the quartermaster's 
department to the utmost to get pro- 
visions and ammunition. Last night 
one pack train arrived with supplies 
to last until tonight, and as this dis- 
patch is being written another train 
of ammunition is coming in. A train 
of ammunition has reached Gen. 
Chaffee’s brigade, and a battery of Gat- 
ling guns and dynamite guns attached 
to the Rough Riders has been moved to 
Gen. Wheeler's camp. 

There is no high ground in the pres- 
ent position where Hotchkiss or Gat- 
ling guns could be put in position, but 
a little further on is ground where guns 
can be mounted and from which an 
effective fire can be directed at the 
Spanish entrenchments. There were 
no alarms last night. Many of our 
officers are amazed, as they have looked 
for a resistance to our advance. The 
ground over which they have traveled 
could have been easily defended, but 
the Spanish have steadily tired, not 
even attempting t6 harass our flanks, 
as the columns moved on through a 
natural ambuscading country. Appar- 
ently Gen. Linares prefers to place 
faith in the defenses of the city, and 
intends to make a list diteh fight” of 
it. A few—though only a few—hold to 
the theory that he does not pre ose! 
fighting at all 
Gen. Garcia, with 300 men, who 
landed yesterday, is expected to reach 
the front today. The Americans are 
in excellent spirits, and there is a re- 
markable lack of sickness. Thus far 
the water supply has been good, and 
there have been no bad effects from 
the changes except a few cases of 
dysentery. There was a brief rain 
squall last night. 

At noon today Maj. Coolidge received 
orders to clear the road beyond the 
front, where the stream doubles back 
across it, for the advance of artillery. 
A dynamite gun and a Hotchkiss gun 
will be put in position. 

Gen. Wheeler, who made a recon- 
noissance for half a mile beyond the 
skirmish lines this morning, found that 
he was unable to secure the desired 
view through the luxuriant tropical 
foliage, so he dismounted and climbed 
a tree, surveying the Spanish outposts 
through his fleld glasses, and affording 
a spectacle that gave some idea of the 
wonderful energy of the dashing ex- 
Confederate cavalry leader This feat 
of agility in a man 62 years put to 
blush many younger officers of his own 
staff. 

WATER CUT OFF. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

CAMP SAVANILLA (Cuba,) June 
27, via Kingston, Jamaica, June 28.— 
{Exclusive Dispatch.) The water sup- 
ply of the city of Santiago was cut 
last night, nothing but cistern water 
is now available for the Spaniards 
there. 

Shortly after dark Cuban scouts 
moved cautiously forward to within 
two miles of Santiago. They could see 
countless Spanish campfires behind the 
lines of rifle pits, a mile from the city. 
The scouts found some water mains 
were unguarded and reported the con- 
dition of affairs to Gen. Wheeler. At 
8:30 o'clock in the evening an engineer 
corps went out, guided by Cubans, and 
all tiie mains were cut without any 
resistance on the part of the Span- 
lards. 

Sunday night Gens. Shafter, Garcia, 
Wheeler, Kent, Lawton and Demitrio 
Castillo, held a council of war at 
Siboney and decided to make a move 
upon Santiago Tuesday morning. The 
Cuban vanguard, under Gen. Lawton, 
and the Cuban general Demitrio Cas- 
tillo, moved out Sunday night. The last 
of the reinforcements will arrive to- 
night. 

MILES’S REQUEST DENIED.

Gen. Shafter is 
thus free to move in either direction, 
according to the demands of campaign. 
With the 1300 men who reinforced him 
yesterday on the Yale and the addi- 
tional brigade that will reach him by 
tomorrow, it may be possible to make 
even more rapid progress in the ad- 
vance upon Santiago, as the men can

LONDON, June 28.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Madrid correspondent of the 
Standard says: 

“Regarding the threat of the United 
States to send a squadron to the coast 
of the peninsula, it Is to be said that 
important centers of trade like Bilboa, 
Santander, Gijon, Corunna, and Vigo 
could promptly be put into a respect- 


able state of submarine and land de- 


fenses, and the inhabitants every- 
where have already volunteered with 
men and money to codperate with the 
authorities. The arsenals, such as Fer- 
rol and Cadiz, are well provided with 


funds and batteries armed with modern 


heavy guns, while the approaches have 
extensive submarine defenses. 
“Numerous torpedo boats are at- 
tached to both these ports, and the 
same can be said of Cartagena and 
Ceuta, while preparations for defense 
are being actively pushed at Barce- 
lona and several other ports, as well 
as the Balearic Islands. For some hours 
yesterday the authorities at Cadiz put 
land and sea forces and batteries 
through a sham defense against at- 
tacks from the sea, in the presence of 
thousands of inhabitants, who lined 
the walls and esplanades and showed

ON THE BLOCKADING FLEFT.

ON BOARD ASSOCIATED PRESS 
DISPATCH BOAT CYNTHIA Il, off 
Havana, June 27,8 p.m., via Key West, 
June 28, 8 a.m.—For the first time in 
weeks, a newspaper dispatch boat vis- 
ited the blockading fleet off Havana 
yesterday. The conditions were found 
to be as peaceful as the waters of the 
Guif stream were turbulent. Since the 
good practice by the Spanish gunners 
against the Montgomery the other day, 
particulars of which were cabled at the 
time, nothing has occurred to break 
—— monotony of this peaceful block- 
nage. 

Rarely has Cuba's capital been seen 
under such exceptional advantages as 
it Was yesterday afternoon, when the 
Cynthia II steamed lazily along nine 
miles off the harbor entrance. The air 
Was clear, the sun was shining bright- 
ly, and Spain's carlet could be dis- 
tinctly scen through marine glasses as 
it fioafed from Moro's flagstaff in front 
of the semaphore. To the east a long 
line of earthworks, not seen before by 
newspaper men. crowned the hill, and 
advices from Havana say work on 
these and similar fortifications to the 
westward is being pushed daily. 

Blockade duty is not pleasant serv- 
ice, and while no one with the fleet 
complains, there is a feeling that some 
effort might be made to provide. the 
warships with ice and fresh vegetables, 
which would be hichly appreciated, as 
ice is almost a necessity la this c'imate. 
Jt has been suggested that this is a 
field in which the Red Cross or some 
Fimilar society might work tc advan. 
tage. However, the health of the fect 
is good. 

SHAFTER AND STAFF ASHORE.

JURAGUA (Province of Santiaxo de 
Cuba,) Monday, June 27, per the Agso- 
ciated Press Dispatch boat Wanda, 
via Kingston, Tuesday, June 28, 10 
a.m.—Maj.-Gen. Shafter, in command 
of the United States army of invasion.

Gen. Shafter, in full uniform and 
wearing a straw helmet, was soon 
mounted on a large, handsome horse 
and rode through the town, survey- 
ing the scene of the landing operations 
and the camps of the troops. He halted 
for a moment before the cottage which 
served as the headquarters of the 
Cuban insurgents, where Gens. Garcia 
and Castillo paid their respects to the 
American commander. 

About an hour later, Gen. Shafter 
struck out on the road to the front, 
in order to consult with Gen. Wheeler 
and the division commanders, and look 
over the field of operations before San- 
tlago de Cuba. The general said he 
would probably return to the Juragua 
aeadquarters tonight. Permanent hos- 
pital arrangements are to be provided 
at Juragua at once. 


CABINET MEETING, 


Progress of the War is Considered 
Very Satisfactory. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
WASHINGTON, June 28.—All the 
members of the Cabinet were present 
at today’s meeting, with the excep- 
tion of Secretary Day, who is out of 
the city. On its conclusion it was 
stated, the work of supplying Commo- 
fore Watson’s squadron with ammuni- 
tion, coal and provisions, prepara- 
tory to its departure for Spain, was 
progressing satisfactorily, and that in 
all probability the squadron would be 
réady to sail in the course of the next 
four or five days. The impression 
which seems to prevail in some quar- 
ters that the sending of this fleet to 
Spain is intended solely to prevent 
Admiral Camara from going to the 

Philippines is erroneous. 

There is no question that this move 
has been under consideration for some 
time, and it is the intention of the gov- 
ernment to send the vessels to Spain's 
home waters, whether Camara's fleet 
proceeds to the Philippines or not. If 
se returns and comes within striking 
jJistance of Commodore Watson's pow- 
erful squadron it is confidently ex- 
pected by the President and the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet that it will be 
trushed, thus utterly destroying Spain's 
power on the sea. Should it continue 
its course to Manila, Admiral Dewey's 
squadron is regarded as abundantly 
able to maintain the honors it won 
May 1. 

The arrival at Manila of the trans- 
ports with troops from San Francisco 
has not yet been reported, nor is the 
deus expected for some days. The dis. 
patch boat which left Manila just be- 
fore the expected arrival of the trans- 
ports will have to return to Manila 
and again return to Hongkong before 
anything late can be known. 

Nothing was read at the Cabinet 
W from Santiago. Gen. Shafter 
and Admiral Sampson have full au- 
thority as to when and how to at- 
tack, and therefore the time when the 
fecisive engagement will take place 
jlepends upon circumstances known 
sly to themselves. In discussing the 
tharacter of the Santiago defenses, at- 
tention was called to the reference 
mi the newspaper dispatches to barhbed- 
wire obstructions which had been 
placed at frequent intervals along the 
Spanish earthworks. It was then ex- 
plained that the attacking forces had 
deen fully supplied with steel clippers 
‘or the purpose of cutting these bar)bed 
wires. A member of the Cabinet in

MADRID, June 28, 2 p.m.—In govern-

It is denied that several wagonloads 
or wounded Spaniards were taken into 
the city of Santiago de Cuba.

FOUR SUPPOSED SPIES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY ] 

ATLANTA (Ga.,) June 28.— Four sup- 
posed Spanish spies reached Fort Mc- 
Pherson today. One of them is Pri- 
vate Frederick J. Glenhurst of the 
Fourth Army Corps. He is supposed 
to have entered the army to enable 
him to carry on his secret operations 
without attracting suspicion. He was 
arrested at Tampa, and, pending inves- 
tigation of the charges against him, 
was sent to Fort McPherson. 

The three other suspects are offi- 
cially known as Thoribio Negrin, a 
deserter from the Spanish navy; José 
Martinez and John Rodriguez, «alias 
“Spanish John.” They are thought to 
have been obtaining information about 
the fortifications at Typee for the use 
of the Spanish government. 


THE FORWARD MARCH.

JURAGUA, June 28.—Permanent hos- 
pital arrangements are to be provided 
at Juragua at once. The transport Iro- 
quois, anchored off the shore, is pro- 
vided with trained nurses and all con- 
veniences. Tent hospitals will also be 
erected on a cliff overlooking the sea. 
There are very few case of sickness 
among the troops,, measles, heat pros- 
trations and dysentery chiefly, Spo- 
radic cases of yellow fever are reported 
by the insurgents, but the discase is 
not epidemic. The troops are in good 
camps, on high ground overlooking the 
sea. The nights and mornings are cool 
and pleasant, but the mid-day sun is 
hard on the unacclimated troops in the 
marches over the hills. The medical 
men say that if the campaign is short, 
the troops will go through in good con- 
dition. 

The movements of troons to the frent 
are steadily going on. The American 
and Cuban infantry and cavalry and 
long lines of mule pack trains and bat- 
teries of artillery choke all the road- 
ways over the hills to Santiago de 
Cuba. 

At 10 o’clock this morning, Gen. Pear- 
son's brigade, the Second. Tenth and 
Twenty-first Infantry of the First Di- 
vision, Gen. Kemp commanding, moved 
out to occupy a position on the extreme 
left toward Moro Castle, and for a 
few hours the camp was almost de- 
serted. 

Then the auxiliary cruiser Yale came 
in sight with the new arrivals of 
American volunteers, consisting of the 
Thirty-third Regiment, and one battal- 
ion of the Thirty-fourth Regiment of 
Michigan Infantry, commanded by Col. 
Peterman and Col. Boynton. Brig. - 
Gca Duffield accompanied them, and 
the men are now encamped, awaiting 
the rest of the Thirty-fourth Michigan 
and the Ninth Massachusetts Regiment 
on board the Harvard, which vessel is 
expected tonight. 


A SCALY CUSTOMER. 


Mysterious Cuban Picked Up Who 
Tells a Strauge Story. 
(A. v. NIGHT REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.] 


ON BOARD ASSOCIATED ESS |, 
DISPATCH BOAT CYNTHIA II. off 
Havana, June 27, 8 p.m., via Key West, 
June 28, 9:10 p.m.—There is a Cuban 
passenger on one of the ships of the 
blockading squadron to whom the 
phrase “Cuba Libre” has taken a new 
meaning. He is an escaped murderer, 
and he tells a strange tale of love, 
crime and war. 

Between 4 and 5 o’clock Sunday aft- 
ernoon, one of the auxiliary gunboats 
was cruising about a mile off Bacura- 
nano, east of Havana, when two fig- 
ures were observed on the beach sie- 
nalling with handkerchiefs fastened to 
the ends of sticks. A small boat was 
sent off to them, but as it approached 
the shore, one of the figures suddenly 
aarted into the bushes and was seen ne 
more. The other man held his ground, 
and was taken off to the ship, and 
there told his story, with a show of 
reluctance. He is Bable Santana De- 
nites, 40 years old, a native of Con- 
solacion del Sur, province of Vinar del 
Rio. Seven years ago he killed a man. 
He told of the affair in the most met- 
ter-of-fact way imaginable. 

“It was a little dispute. No, we had 
not been drinking.” 

“A love affair, perhaps?” 

The words were magical. The mer- 
est tinge of color crept over his cheeks, 
pinched and sagged from seven years’ 
confinement in a Spanish dungeon, and 
a glimmer of light came into his dull 
eyes. 

Perhaps,“ was the response. There 
were words, and ——" he made 
a gesture like a plunge of a knife. 

Twenty-four years was the sentence. 
For seven of these Benites lay in Car- 
cel de la Pauta, the Havana prison. A 
month and a half ago he was put ina 
chain gang, and set to work on the for- 
tifications. His duty was wheeling 
sand at sand ®attery No. 1, east of 
Moro. They gave him nothing to eat 
but a few beans, he said, and he was 
almost starved. One day last week, 
while working at the battery, he saw 
a group of spectators, one who knew 
him in past years. There was a 
glance of recognition, and then a mean- 
ing look at the prisoner's manacles. 

A day or two later the friend re- 
appeared, and when he departed Ben- 
ites had concealed in his sleeve a sraall 
file. The rest was easy. It was not 
long before the bars were cut through. 
The file was then passed to a convict 
and he, too, accomplished the same 
task. Their chance of escane came at 
noon on Thursday last while the guard 
was at lunch. They shook their shack- 
les from them, ran into the woods and 
were soon safely away. 

For three days they made their wav 
through thicket and brush, eluding the 
Spanish soldiers, until they reached 
the water front on Sunday. But at 
the last moment the other man became 
panic-stricken and ran back to the 
woods. 

Benites knew little of the war, but 
when asked if he was at patriot he re. 
plied: “I'll fight for America.” 

There are between three and four 
hundred men working on the sand bat- 
tery from which he escaped, and big 
forces are at work on all the forti- 
fications around Havana. Some in- 
formation had reached him as to the 
conditions prevailing in the Cuban 
capital. 

The people are starving in the 
streets.” he asserted. “The Spanish 
soldiers are on half rations. Bread 
brings 60 cents per pound, beef costs 
40 cents, and pork is sold for 50 cents 
per pound.” * 

Benites has a brother at Palma. 
Island of Majorca. The prisoner will 
be turned over to Commodore Watson.

LAY OF THE LAND. 

. [ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, June 28.—Two men 
who. are recognized by the military 
authorities as having complete infor- 
mation of the ground around Ba‘quiri, 
Juragua, Santiago and the entire fleld 
of present war operations, have been 


at the War Department. They are 
George W. Pfeiffer, engineer of the 
Spanish-American Iron Company, 


whose headquarters are at Baiquiri, 
and C. H. Ziegenfuss, general manager 
of the Juragua Iron Company. They 
were asked to join Gen. Shafter's staff 
to assist in the advance of our army. 
They have been conferring with Brig.- 
Gen. Stone on Gen. Miles’s staff on the 
best means of getting troops, light and 
heavy artillery and stores, westward 
from Gen, Shafter’s present base. 

Mr. Pfeiffer says there were about 
1000 Spanish troops there when he de- 
parted from that place, and another 1000 
at Siboney. They were all equipped, 
but there was no organization or drill 
as in the American army. About the 
only systematic action was when the 
bugle sounded for rations. 

Mr. Ziegenfuss says that Juragua 
exists only in name, as there is no town 
whatever. There is a mining plant, 
but the town proper is Siboney. This 
lies on the coast, while the so-called 
Juragua is four miles inland, It is be- 
tween Siboney and the Juragua mines 
that Shafter’s troops lie. Mr. Ziegen- 
fuss says the ground is densely covered 
with underbrush, with few patches of 
open ground. here are no roads 
thus far. The only thing in this line 
is trails wide enough for a horse or 
one man. They would be of no service 
for light or heavy artillery or for any 
veh unless the engineers cleared them 
out. 

From Siboney west 10 Santiago 
the prospect for the rapid advance of 
our army is much better. Instead of 
trails good roads begin to run toward 
Santiago. There is practically an 
open field around Santiago well sulted 
for the maneuvering of froops. Mr. 
Pfeiffer says the city has practically 
no defenses on the land side. There 
are no wall fortifications, no block- 
houses and no entrenchments. 


NEWS FROM THE FLEET. 


Serious Action May Be Taken Tear. 

Sampson’s Warning. 

[A. P. DAY REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1808.1 

OFF SANTIAGO DE CURA. Friday, 
June 27, via Kingston (Jamaica,) June 
28, 9 a. m.—Lieut. Victor Blue of the 
anxillary gunboat Suwanee, returned 
to the fleet today from another investi- 
gating trip ashore. He says that Ad- 
miral Cervera’s ships are all in the 
harbor. With the exception of one 
torpedo boat destroyer, they are at 
anchor, and show no signs: of activity. 
Lieut. Blue went ashore on Saturday 
to the west of Moro Castle accompanied 
by some Cuban guides. He advanced 
until about two miles north of Cabafias, 
and almost up to the enemy’s batteries. 
He traveled sixty miles and rejoined 
the Suwanee this morning. At one 
time the lieutenant was at a Cuban 
outpost, separated only by 400 yards 
from a Spanish outpost. 

“They popped away at each other 
all the time, said Lieut. Blue, “but 
I do not think the Cubans hurt the 
Spaniards very much, and I know the 
Spaniards did not hurt the Cubans, 
Lieut. Blue was able to accurately lo- 
cate the position of each of Admiral 
Cervera’s ships. 

Rear-Admiral Sampson warned his 
fleet this morning to exercise great 
care in shooting at the hills east of 
Moro Castle, pointing out that the 
American army had advanced and that 
our own troops might be deployed on 
the hillside. It is hardly likely that 
a serious action will be taken by the 
navy until Wednesday. By that time 
the army is expected to be ready for 
another forward movement. 

The dynamite gunboat Vesuvius fired 
three shells last night. They fell in 
the vicinity of Moro Castle and the 
eastern batteries. During the night a 
loud explosion occurred on shore near 
Aguodores. It is believed to have 
been caused by the Spaniards trying to 
blow up the railroad trestle near that 
place. It is now said that Juragua 
may be selected as the permanent coal- 
ing harbor for the flett. 

Gustav Weineck, an ordinary seaman 


belonging to the flagship New York, 


was drowned yesterday. The New 
York was coaling in front of Moro 
Castle from the collier Alexander, 


when Weineck jumped from the col- 
lier in an attempt to get on board 
his own ship. He fell between the 
flagship and the collier and sank at 
once. His body was not recovered. 
The Dolphin has gone to the Havana 
blockade, and the Helena and the 
Yankton have gone to the southern 
blockade. 

A bulletin issued to the fleet by 
Rear-Admiral Sampson yesterday sa'‘d: 
“From a report made by one of the 
wounded, nephew of Surgeon Berry 
Hill, of the flagship New York. a con- 
siderable part of the damage to our 
troops on Friday last was done by 
seven-millimeter machine guns mannsd 
by seamen, so that there would seem 
to be some probability in the report of 
the use ashore of the crews of Admiral 
Cervera's squadron.”

MAIMED THE TERROR. 


Sigsbee Reports That He Hit the 
Spaniard Three Times. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 

WASHINGTON, June 28.—The Navy 
Department today posted the following 
bulletin:

The 
Terror made a dash, which was 
awaited by the st. aul.

A FORMIDABLE TASK. . 


Blockade Will Be Maintained Along 
Cubas Southern Coast. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, June 28.—By procla- 
mation issued today, the President 
gave notice of the intention of the gov- 
ernment to assume the formidable task 
of blockading about five hundred miles 
of Cuban coast line, in addition to the 
sections already blockaded. This in- 
creases the extent of the blockade fully 
fourfold, it having been confined here- 
tofore to a stretch of a little more 
than 100 miles on the north, and the 
single port of Cienfuegos on the south 

coast of the island. 

The demands upon the navy will not 
be nearly so heavy in proportion to the 
territory to be covered, as in the case 
of the initial blockade, for the reason 
that the new blockaded coast lire lies 
entirely within the great bight on the 
south Cuban coest, in which the wate: 
is generally very shallow and the ports 
are few into which a vessel of any 
draft could enter. The most important 
ot these ports are Manzanillo, Trinidad 
and Tunas. 

West of Trinidad is Cienfuegos, which 
Us alreedy blockaded effectively. From 
that point westward for nearly 140

miles there is no port to be blockaded 
until Batabane is reached.

is only about forty miles from Havana 
by rail, and is believed to have been 
the principal source of food supplies 
for the Spanish capital. For 150 miles 
west of this, clear over to Cape Frances 
the western edge of the blockaded ter- 
ritory, there are no ports for deep ves- 
sels of any considerable draft and even 
if there were, the country in the inter- 
ior, Pinar del Rio, is in the hands of 
the insurgents and supplies could not 
be sent through to Havana. The pur- 
pose of extending the blockade west- 
ward to Ca Frances was to com- 
mand the channel between the west 
side of the Isle of Pines and Cape 
Frances, and thus render much easier 
the task of blockading vessels. 

The reports which have reached the 
President as to the exact state of af- 
fairs in Havana are conflicting; in 
some cases the town was declared to 
be on the verge of starvation; in oth- 
ers, food supplies were said to be still 
abundant. As a matter of fact the 
truth probably lies between these ex- 
tremes, and while supplies of a certain 
character are very scarce in Havana, 
there is no lack of others. It is known 
for instance, that while flour may be 
searce, large quantities of beef have 
reached Havana. Most of this has 
come from Mexico and it has usually 
been brought over to the isle of Pines 
and trans-shipped in light draft boats 
to Batabano, whence it is carried by 
rail into Havana. Only a day or two 
ago, word reached here, that 500 head 
of cattle were rounded up at a point 
on the Mexican coast near Yucatan, 
waiting transportation to Batabano. 
There has been no running of the 
blockade by these cattle ships, not- 
withstanding the Spanish stories to 
the contrary; all of the ships that 
have os Cuban ports with sup- 
plies, ve done so at the places not 
within the blockade, such as Batabano 
and Manzanillo. 

The vessels for the additional block- 
ade service will be supplied entirely 
from the patrol fleet which under 
Commodore Howell has been guarding 
the north Atlantic coast from Maine 
to South Carolina. This service has 
been abandoned as the only available 
Spanish warships are with Admiral 
Camara, thousands of miles away 
from the nearest point on the At- 
lantic coast. The vessels are already 
on their way southward, having been 
reinforced by several of the fleet tor- 
pedo boats which are particularly 
adapted, because of their light draft, 
for blockade duty in the shallow water 
lying between the Isle of Pines and 
Cuba. 

The blockade of San Juan, proclaimed 
today, is in reality already in effect, 
having been initiated by Capt. Sigsbee 
last week, when he turned back from 
that port a British steamer laden with 
supplies. The difficulty of maintain- 
ing a blockade at this port, in the face 
of the Spanish forts and three Spanish 
war veseels in the harbor, would be 
considerable, had not Capt. Sigsbee, by 
disabling the other formidable one of 
these vessels, made the task easicr. As 
it is, the character of the vessels re- 
quired to maintain the blockade at 
San Juan, necessarily must be of a type 
superior to the ships required for the 
blockade on the southern coast of 
Cuba. Probably some of the vessels, 
such as the Detroit or the Montgomery 
will be assigned to the task. 

In defeating the Terror, Capt. Sigsbee 
has rendered a most important service 
to our navy, and, indeed, to all navies. 
He has not only deprived Sampson's 
fleet of an apprehension of an attack 
in the rear some dark night by this 
vicious little boat, but he has demon- 
strated that an auxiliary cruiser is am- 
ply able to take care of herself against 
a torpedo gunboat, showing that the 
cffensive power of this craft has been 
very much overrated. 

The torpedo gunboat was an untried 
quantity in ‘naval warfare up to this 
time. Swifter than torpedo boats, sea- 
worthy and possessed of the arma- 
ment of which the torpedo boat is void, 
the torpedo gunboat has been a terror 
in imagination to all naval men. The 
presence of such a Spanish gunboat, 
the Temerario, in the River Plata, in 
the pathway of the Oregon on her 
cruise around South America, was for 
several weeks a cause for great anx- 
iety at the Navy Department. Now 
Capt. Sigsbee has shown that with an 
unarmored cruiser, armed with only. 
5-inch guns, the torpedo gunboats are 
not feared, at least not in daylight. 

The Terror is of English build, bhav- 
ing been turned out at Clydebank in 
1896. She is a low-lying steel craft 
with. steel funnels, is 370 tons, 220 feet 
long, 22 feet beam, and 5 feet 6 inches 
draft. The boat is filled with engines 
and boilers, her horse-power being 6000, 
capable cf driving her at a speed of 
twenty-eight knots. While the ordi- 
nary boat carries. omy a little one- 
pounder gun, the torpedo gunboat is 
armed with a formidable battery for a 
vessel of her size, consisting of two 
14-pounders, two 6-pounders, and two 
one- pounders, all quick-firing and hav- 
ing two 14-inch torpedo tubes on deck. 
The other Spanish cruiser referred to 
by Capt. Sigsbee in his report as join- 
ing in the attack upon the St. Paul, is 
supposed to be the Alfonso XIII, an 
iron bark-rigged cruiser built in 1887 
of 3090 tons. While an old vessel, she 
has a pretty good battery of tweive 
Honturia guns of various caliber, five 
machine guns and two torpedo tubes.

FINDS THE THREE COMMANDERS 
AT SANTIAGO CONFIDENT.

Sampson, Shafter and Garcia Talk 
of the Coming Fight—As Few 
Men as Possible Will Be Lost. 
Navy mot in It. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, June 29.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) A Sun special from Siboney, 
via Kingston, Jamaica, June 28, says 
that on the very eve of a great fight 
which is to take place for the posses- 
sion of Santiago, the three command- 
ers upon whom devolve the leadership 
of the attacking forces tonight express 
the utmost confidenee in the result. I 
have seen and talked with Shafter,, 
Sampson and Garcia. This is to be 
practically an army fight, for the navy 
can do little more than prevent the 
escape of Cervera’s fleet. The agony 
and glory of taking the city will be 
shared by the Cuban and American 
armies under Shafter and Garcia. 

Fortunately, 
been averted. It was feared that when 
the two commanders came together, 
as they did yesterday, the Cuban gen- 
eral might refuse to cooperate with the 
American forces unless Shafter in 
some way formally recognized the 
Cuban republic. But when Garcia met 
Shafter, he took the American com- 
mander by the hand and said he and 
his army would serve him and take his 
orders without question. 

I saw Sampson on hie flagship to- 
night. He said: The navy can do 
nothing but stay here and prevent any 
egress. Shafter must first drive the 
enemy out of the Santiago forts and 
capture Moro Castle before we can re- 
move the mines and enter the harbor. 
One thing seems to be quite clear. Cer- 
vera cannot bring his guns to bear 
upon our land forces during the taking 
of the city, and the only guns that 
have been removed from the fleet for 
use on land are those from the Reina 
Mercedes, which we injured the other 
day. There is no way of escape for 
the Spanish forces. They must sur- 
render, or fight and be beaten. I be-. 
lieve they will fight very bravely in 
the trenches which surround the city.” 

When I called on Gen. Shafter, he 
said to me: a 
' “The Spanish do nqt seem anxious to 
fight... I believed that our landing 
would be stubbornly opposed and that 
the moment we got ashore we would 
find our hands full. To my surprise 
they are doing everything to put off 
the final test. I do not believe the 
Spanish infantry will offer very danger- 
ous resistance. Its effectiveness has 
been overestimated, in my opinion. 

“I do not expect the Spanish cavairy 
and artillery will prove to be factors 
in the coming battle. They have a 
few guns, but of cavalry they have 
only a handful. Our reinforcements 
were so slow in coming that I had de- 
termined to go on without them, but I 
decided to wait when I heard that they 
were going to arrive today. My plan 
is to lose as few men as possible, and 
a few thousand more troops are not to 
be despised in a case like the present. 
When we get our whole force in shape 
we will probably storm the city, but 
something may occur to change this 
programme, and we may decide to 
starve them out.” 

Gen. Garcia said: Let no one imagine 
the Spaniards will not fight. It will be 
a foolish fight, for they have no chance 
of success. They are fighting for no 
idea, It is mere brute obstinacy. 
They are like bulls, who figbt merely 
because they have horns. I think it 
will take two days’ battle to reduce 
Santiago, but the victory is absolutely 
certain.” 

ALL DEPENDS ON SANTIAGO. 
NEW YORK, June 29.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) A World special from Wash- 
ington says the administration has 
practically decided to send a second 
fleet to reinforce Commodore Watson 
oy the Spanish coast. This second 
expedition will be, it is said, under 
Schley. It will probably consist of the 
armored cruiser Brooklyn, his flag- 
ship; the battleship Massachusetts, the 
Minneapolis, and several other pro- 
tected cruisers. 

All this, however, depends upon the 
success of the operations against San- 
tiago, the capture or destruction of 
Cervera’s fleet, and the reduction of 
San Juan, Porto Rico. Commodore 
Schley will not be detached until San- 
tiago has capitulated, and Cervera’s 
fleet has been sunk or captured. 

LINARES LED THE ATTACK. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, June 29.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] A Herald special from Kings- 
ton, Jamaica, says Ramon Pastor, 
Pando’s agent at Mazanillo, who came 
on the Adula to buy provisions for 
the Spanish soldiers, has entered into 
two contracts with local firms to supply 
goods. Lascelles de Mercado & Oo., 
the consignee of the Purisima Concep- 
cion, have made arrangements with 
other firms. Among them, Berger & 
Schmidt, for the charter of several 
schooners to leave with provisions for 
Cuban ports.

PANDO’S EFFORT FAILED. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 
NEW YORK, June 29.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A Herald special dated from 
the army headquarters at Juragua, 
Monday, via Kingston, Jamaica, Tucs- 
day, says information has been re- 
ceived from Manzanillo to the effect 
that the five battalions of Spanish 
troops which left that city several days 
ago to reinforce Linares, returned to 
Manzanillo two days after their depar- 
ture. This is by far the most important 
news received today. It is regarded as 
indicating the failure of the Spanish 
attempt, under Pando, to rush 10,000 

trained troops to Sahtiago. 

Pando began a desperate effort to 
get troops to Santiago as soon as it 
was known the Americans would land 
and begin the invasion of Cuba in that 
vicinity. He commands the most im- 
portant body of Spanish troops, aside 
from Linares’s forces, in Eastern 
Cuba. He was ordered by Blanco to 
proceed with all possible haste toward 
Santiago, and the Spaniards based 
their only hope of repelling the inva- 
sion on the prompt arrival of Pando's 
forces about Santiago. 

The information received today from 
Manzanillo has set at rest the fears 
of both the American and Cuban com- 
manders. They believe that Pando's 
men either were unequal to the difficult 
march from Manzanillo to Santiago, or 
else that Linares, realizing the hope- 
lessness of his position, sent word that 
it was useless to send these additional 
troops to that point. 

SPANIARDS LOST WATER.

SIBONEY (Cuba,) June 27.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.]

Gen. Merritt Sent a telegram to 
Washington announcing that he had 
turned over to Maj.-Gen. Otis the 
command ot the forces that are to re- 
main behind, and would himself de- 
part for Manila tomorrow morning. 
It was intimated at headquarters this 
morning that Gen. Merritt’s plan is 
not to wait for the transports, which 
can only average about ten knots an 
hour, but to hurry into Honolulu, get 
on coal and proceed on to Manila as 
soon as possible. With the advantage 
of a faster boat, Gen. Merritt will 
probably reach Manila a week in ad- 
vance of the third ex ition. | 

The Newport, which is to convey 
Gen. Merritt to Manila, is ready to go 
to sea at a moment’s notice, but the 
general has announced that she will 
not sail until tomorrow morning. All 
her supplies have been placed on board, 
and the baggage of the staff officers 
is almost all on board. 

Six Gatling guns, mounted on car- 
riages, have been fixed on the upper 
deck and the Astor Battery’s howitzers 
and the guns of the Third United 
States Artillery, Batteries H and K, 
will afford some protection to the ship, 
though they would not be of much 
use if the Newport should happen to 
run into Camara’s fleet. The Newport 
is a speedy vessel, and as she can 
easily make eighteen knots an hour, 
she is expected to catch up with the 
third transport fleet before they reach 
Manila. 

The Astor Light Battery and the 
Third Regiment marched on board the 
Newport today. They were all in 
heavy marching order, and presented a 
fine appearance. They were given a 
great ovation as they marched: through 
the city’s streets onthe. way” to 
water at. 

The Alger Light Battery from 
“Wyoming, arrived at Camp Merritt to- 
day. The battery consists of 122 men 
and three officers. The men are only 
partially equipped, but presented a 
very soldierly appearance and made a 
favorable impression as they marched 
to the camping grounds. The battery 
was met at the Oakland mole by Gov. 
Richards of Wyoming, Chief Justice 
Potter of Cheyenne, Col. Freeborn and 
George C. Hunt. They escorted it 
across the bay, and at the ferry the 
Red Cross ladies served the new ar- 
rivals with breakfast. The men showed 
their appreciation by giving three 
cheers and the Wyoming cowboy yell. 

All through last night and today a 
large force of men worked to prepare 
the transport steamer Valencia for 
sea. It was nearly 5 o'clock this morn- 
ing when orders were, given to cast 
oft,“ and with a mighty cheer from 
the 700 Dakotans gathered on her deck, 
the vessel ewung into the stream. As 
she steamed slowly down the bay the 
steam whistles saluted her with long 
shrill blasts, and the crowds on the 
wharves waved their hats and hand- 
kerchiefs in farewell to the departing 
soldiers. The Valencia is not a slow 
boat, and although very heavily loaded, 
expects to reach Honolulu only a few 
hours after the four vessels which left 
this port yesterday. 

Gen. Miller expects to reach Manila 
by July 25 or August 1, at the very 
latest. Before his arrival Gen. Greene 
will have consulted with Admiral 
Dewey as to the advisability of making 
a joint attack on Manila.

GEN. MERRITT’S MISSION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, June 28.—Gen. 
Wesley Merritt, who will sail from this 
port at 10 o’clock tomorrow morning 
to assume his duties as governor-gen- 
eral of the Philippines, has prepared 
a proclamation. which will be issued 
immediately after his arrival at 
anila. He expects to enter that city 
ithout any serious resistance, but in 
case of necessity is prepared to use 
both the naval and military forces at 
his command to take forcible possession 

of the place. 

The proclamation to be disseminated 
has been translated into Spanish, and 
many thousands of copies will be cir- 
culated. Although its contents are as 
yet kept secret, its general tenor is 
known. It will announce to the peo- 
ple of the islands that Gen. Merritt 
as the representative of the United 
States. has established a provisional 
government, and that his authority 
must be respected. At the same time 
he will assure the inhabitants that he 
comes not to oppose, but to free them. 
They are to be granted the fullest 
liberty compatible with the preserva- 
tion of law and order, and all personal 
and property.rights are to be respected. 

In an interview tonight, Gen. Mer- 
ritt expressed his satisfaction with the 
officers and men under his command, 
and the most complete confidence in 
the success of the United States in 
the Philippines. He has instructions 
from Washington to confer with Ad- 
miral Dewey on his arrival at Manila, 
nd the two commanders are to act in 
concert in everything that may be 
necessary to irsure the occupation of 
the islands by this government. 

Gen. McArthur, in command of the 
third expedition, was instructed to pro- 
ceed at full speed to the Philippines, 
only stoppin t Honolulu for coal, but 
Gen. Merritt ts to overtake him.

AT CAMP MecCALLA,. 


Conditions Favorable to the Amcri- 
cans—Cabans are Good Allies. 
IA. F. EARLY MORNING REPORT} 

ON BOARD THE ASSOCIATED 
PRBSS DISPATCH BOAT DAUNT. 
LESS, off Marine Camp, Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba, June 20, via Port Antonio, 
Jamaica, June 27.—Aside from the en- 
ergetic attack of the Spaniards on the 
first American camp established in 
Cuba, nothing has astonished the in- 
habitants of Camp McCalla and the 
fleet generally as much as the present 
long dry interval in the midst of what 
was supposed to be Cuba’s rainy sea- 
son. May was ushered in with rains on 
the north coast and when the troops 
reached the south coast there were a 
few afternoon rain gusts then cloudy 
threats, but no rain, and since the ma- 
rines have landed at Camp Mecalla 
there has been but one brief shower. 
The Cuban auxiliaries say this is the 
usual thing for this vicinity and 
prophesy no more rain until the first 
of August ushers in the hurricanes upon 
them. Camp McCalla has proven 
healthful and a fine place to aclimate 
and harden the soldiers. The men, 
some of whom were hait sick from six 
weeks’ confinement on the Panther 
when they landed, are all as brown as 
Indians and hard as prize fighters. 
Thty have had their baptism of fire, 
and stood the ordeal. They have gone 
six miles inland and smoked the Span- 
iards out of their holes on the penin- 
sula, beaten them in the brush at their 
particular kind of fighting and lost one 
man wounded in the exploit, while the 
Spaniards lost seventy-five dead and 
wounded not accounted for. 

When Lieut. Delehanty’s pioneer ex- 
pedition to clear the river of mines be- 
low Caimanera was broached yester- 
day, the marines were eager to fol- 
low the achievement by capturing both 
Caimanera and Guantanamo, notwith- 
standing that Guantanamo is fifteen 
miles inland from the bay and far out 
of supporting distance from the war- 
ships. Besides there are 3000 Spanish 
regulars there, but the marines 
thought if two companies of them had 
whipped six companies of Spaniards 
the whole party ought to come pretty 
near getting away with them dagoes 
up the river.” 

The officers smile quietly at overhear. 
ing these enthusiastic outbursts and 
are well satisfied with the spirit that 
prompts them. 

All reports from inland agree in pic- 
turing the Spanish situation as desper- 
aet. The Cubans infest Santiago and 
Guantanamo so closely that even dis- 
patches between sections of the Span- 
ish army are captured oftener than 
they get through. The military gover- 
nor of Santiago made a peremptory 
demand three days ago on Guantaname 
for food and reinforcements. The cap- 
tured reply despondently stated that 
Guantanamo was worse off than San- 
tiago and that nothing could be sent. 
The Cubans watch every creek and 
crossroad, gathering in Spanish cour- 
lers and bringing them into McCalla 
or Sampson. 

The Cubans are. gradually winning 
the respect of the American regulars. 
The Cuban soldiers so far seen are 
about 95 per cent. negroes, usually with 
white Cuban officers. The officers are 
intelligent and anxious for their troops 
to win the good opinion of the Ameri- 
cans. They are ready for any sery- 
ice. These black Cubans are fine fight- 
ers, skilled in woodcraft and are in- 
valuable guides. Most of the trouble 
with them as guides has been when 
they attempted too much They are 
greedy as to American food, but will 
readily be excused for that when they 
are seen to strip for swimming off the 
marine camp. Every one of them is 
emaciated owing to the uncertain com- 
missariat of the insurgent army. They 
have been almost unconsciously but 
systematically starving. It will take 
many weeks of good feeding to get 
them into comfortable condition. 

Nearly every one of them has a blood 
debt against Spain. At Camp McCalla 
there is one big negro whose real name 
is not known, but who is called by the 
marines Old Machete“ for his fond- 
ness for the Cuban national weapon. 
He has with him his little boy, the only 
one of his family left. All the rest, 
even to his cousins, have been butch- 
ered by the guerrillas. In action the 
old m becomes half mad with ex- 
citement, drops his gun at the first 
chance for close quarters and plies his 
big machete like a flail. 

When the expedition from Cusco 
battlefield yesterday brought in a cou- 
ple of bullet-pierced Spanish skulls as 
medical specimens, the old man eyed 
them like a connoisseur, and, rolling 
one over gently with his bare foot in 
the sand, chuckled deeply and mur- 
mured “Uno bueno Espanol“ (one good 
Spaniard.) He had probably never 
heard the American army phrase about 
the only brand of “good Indian.” 


NO EXTRA PAY FOR SOLDLKS. 

WASHINGTON, June 28.—According 
to a decision of the Comptroller of the 
Treasury, extra duty pay of all sol- 


diers is cut off in war time, no mat- 


ter where they may be employed. The 
act of Congress of April 26, 1898, pro- 
vides for an increase in the pay proper 
of all enlisted men in time of hostil- 
ities. The Comptroller atso holds that 
the act of May 4, last, making an ap- 
propriation for extra-duty pay for cer- 
tain enlisted men in the quartermaster's 
department, does not authorize their 
pay for extra duty in war times.

REPORT OF THE CAPTAIN-GEN- 
ERAL TO MADRID. 


Situation Grave as Ever With an 
Increasing List of Sick and De- 
serters—He Says He Will Defend 
Spain’s Honor to the Last. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
MADRID, June 28, 4 p.m—{By At- 
lantic Cable.] The government has re- 
ceived the following dispatches from 
Augusti, dated from Ma- 


*The situation is still as grave as 
ever. I continue to maintain my po- 
sition inside the line of blockhouses, 
but the enemy is increasing in num- 
bers, as the rebels occupy the provinces 
which are surrendering. Torrential 
rains are inundating the intrench- 
ments, rendering the work of defense 
difficult. The numbers of sick among 
the troops are increasing, making the 
situation very distressing and caus- 
ing increased desertions of the native 
soldiers. 

“It is estimated that the insurgents 
number 30,000 armed with riſles and 100,- 
000 armed with swords, etc. Aguinaldo 
has summoned me to surrender, but I 
have treated his proposals with dis- 
dain, for I am resolved to maintain 
the sovereignty of Spain and the honor 
of the flag to the last extremity. I 
have over 1000 sick and 200 wounded. 

“The citadel has been invaded by 
the suburban inhabitants, whbd have 
abandoned their homes, owing to the 
barbarity of the rebels. These inhab- 
itants constitute an embarrassment, 
aggravating the situation, in view of 
the bombardment, which, however, is 
not so seriously apprehended for the 
moment. 

“The Governor of the Vizcayas 
and Mindano Isiands cables that he 
hes defeated the insurgents in an en- 
gagement, during which Chief Arco, 


-L_Aguinaldo’s representative, was killed. 


He adds that tranquillity now prevails 
‘throughout these islands, and he fur- 
ther asserts that the principal Malay 
chiefs of the Mindano group declare 
they desire to fight on the eide of the 
Speniards against the invaders.” 
According to our advices, the emis-

Capt.-Gen. Augusti’s family is still 
in the hands of the insurgents. 

Gen. Pena, with 1000 soldiers, has sur- 
rendered.

A 
majority of the detachments in the 
island of Luzon have surrendered, ow- 
ing to their la of food, though some 
succeeded in e ping. Numerous Span- 
jards, including the Governors of Ba- 
tanga, Laguna and Bulacan, have 
taken refuge at Cavite.

000. The small rebel craft navigate 
the bay, conveying prisoners to Cavite. 

MANILA ISOLATED.

SENDING A FLEET TO SPAIN WILL 
TEACH THE DONS SENSE.

Camma's Start to the Far East Left 
An Opening that the United Statés 
Could Not Fail to Take Prompt 
Advantage Of. 


[A. r. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

WEW SYORK, June 28—A_ special 
to the Tribune from Washington says: 

“That the scope of the war, already 
involving joint military and naval cam- 
paigns against Spain's colonies in the 
Far East and in the Caribbean, would 
eventually be widened to embrace a 
demonstration in force against the Ca- 
Maries and the coast towns of the 
Spanish peninsula itself, has been more 
or less apparent even from the begin- 
ning of hostilities. Events have con- 
spired, however, in a most unexpected 
manner, to clear the way for offensive 
operations. in European waters, and 
what seemed six weeks ago a rather re- 
mote problem of reducing the Canaries 
or bombarding the seaports of the pen- 
insula, bas forced iaself to the front 
with a rush which, exeept for the fore- 
sight and sagacity shown in the enor- 
mous expansion of its naval resources, 
might seriously have embarrassed the 
development of the government's war 
plans. | 

“The two unforeseen chances which 
have made a in European 
waters at this time not only feasible 
but highly tempting, have been the 
blockade of Spain’s most formidable 
Meet under Admiral Cervera in the 
harbor of Santiago de Cuba and the 


departure of Admiral Camara’s squad- 


ron, ranking next in stength, on its 
wild-goose chase toward Manila. With 
mo escape probable for the Gantiagd 

feet, and with Spain's home resources 
weakened by Camara's diversion to the 
East, an American fleet would find at 
present, no formidable enmy afloat in 
Spanish waters and could without fear 
of. attack by sea, effectually drive 
Spanish commerce to cover and 
threaten the destruction by bombard- 
ment of Spain's chief ports. 

“Even should Camara’s squadron be 
ordered back to Spain from Port Said, 
its fighting strength is not considered 
sufficient to check the operations of the 
na val force which the United States 
could easily send across the Atlantic, 
and, Santiago having once fallen, there 
would remain no reason why the fleet 
chosen today as an advance guard for 
the attack of Spain should not be re- 
inforced by a second detachment of 
equal power. Its prospective departure 
is regarded here as significant of the 
purpose of the administration to push

ple as quickly and sharply as possible 
to a realization of the futility and 
costliness of @ protracted resistance. 

“The naval raid against Spain, al- 
though for some time under consider- 
ation, promises to be attended with all 
the suddenness that marked Dewey's 
descent. upon the Philippines and the 
landing df Gen. Shafter near Santiago. 

“If the Spaniards are disposed to re- 
gard the announcement made today of 
Commodore Watson's departure in the 
Newark, as anything in the nature of 
a “bluff,” designed to hurry Admiral 
Camara back from Suez, they are 
doomed to quick and bitter disapoint- 
ment, for the raiding squadron will be 
fairly on the way across the Atlantic 
before the end of this week, and before 
the middie of July the cities and the 
shipping of the Spanish coast will be 
painfully aware of their presence. 

“Until Saturday last, the plan which 
the President has had under consider- 
ation for sevral weeks involved the 
formation of a fleet distinctly more 
formidable and speedy than the one 
new under orders. It includes the ar- 
mored ‘cruisers Brooklyn and New 
York, 21 knots speed; the Columbia and 
Minneapolis of 23 knots; the Cincin- 
nati and the Newark of 20 knots; the 
auxiliary cruisers St. Paul amd St. 
Louis ef-22 knots, with the Iowa and 
the Oregon of 16 knots to follow as 
quickly as possible behind the flying 
cruisers. It would have been neces- 
sary to bring several of these vessels 
north and clean them in dry dock be- 
fore starting them on their long cruise 
away from an exhaustible base of sup- 
plies, involving a delay of several 
weeks. 

“The news of the American losses in 
the skirmish at La Quasina have 
caused the President to call Secreta- 
ries Long and Alger into consultation 
regarding the best way to convince the 
Spaniards of the hopelessness of their 
stubborn resistance to the inevitable, 
and within a few hours Capt. Mahan 
of the Naval War Board had con- 
vinced the authorities that a thor- 
oughly effective fleet, involving all the 
elements essential to insure’ success 
could alone be dispatched to give the 
Spaniards at home an object lesson of 
the stern realities of war. 

“Capt. Mahan readily drew up the 
plan providing for the immediate as- 


sembling of the first-class battleships 


lowa and Oregon, the recently-modern- 
ized protected cruiser Newark, with 
the auxiliary cruisers Yankee, Yosem- 
ite and Dixie, accompanied by three 
colliers, which could not only compel 
an abrupt cessation of Spain's com- 
merce and bombard her exposed sea- 
coast cities, but would prove more than 
a match for any fleet that country 
could hastily concentrate for offensive 
or defensive purposes. The plan was 
promptly approved by the President 
and telegraphic orders were sent to 
Commodore John Crittenden Watson, 
until last week commanding the North 
Cuban blockading squadron, to proceed 
at once to carry the plan into effect. 
“The colliers are the Scandia, Com- 
mander E. W. Watson; the Abarenda, 
Lieutenant-Commander W. H. Buford, 
and the Alexander, Commander W. T. 
Burwell. They are fine cargo steamers, 
the Scandia on her last transatlantio 
voyage, before delivery to the govern- 
ment having brought to this country 
in a single trip 1200 emigrants and 
4000 tags of cargo at a speed of twelve 
knots. These vessels are to be loaded 
with Pocahontas coal, the Scandia 
carrying 5000 tons and the other two 
4000 tons each. 

“Unfortunately the Abarenda and 
Alexander cannot exceed a speed of 
ten knots an hour, or 1680 knots a week, 
and this rate fixes the maximum speed 
of the squadron, although the scouts 
will do considerable additional cruising 
especially after the Canaries are 
reached. The most economical speed 
of the Newark is tem knots and at that 
rate with full bunker capacity, she can 
run 5800 miles. The most economical 
speed of the Iowa and the Oregon is 
twelve and one-half knots, productive 
of a radius of action approximating 
4600 miles, and as the distance from 
Santiago to Gibraltar barely exceeds 
3500 knots, all the vessels of Commo- 
dore Watson's squadron can make the 
run without the necessity of coaling at 
sea, the three auxiliaries, the Yankee 
the Dixie and the Yosemite, each be- 
ing capable of 6000 miles straight away. 
At ten Knots an hour or 240 a day, it 
will take the squadron at least two 
weeks steady cruising in the open 
ocean to cover the distance between 
St. Thomas and Cadiz. 

“Naval officers do not believe that 
any sustained attack will be made on 
the Canaries, but that the vessels of 
the fleet will lie under the lee of these 
islands to replenish their bunkers and 
then proceed directly to Cadiz to bom- 
bard the fortifications there in the same 
manner that shells were thrown into 
the outer defenses of San Juan and 
Santiago. Subsequent events, it is be- 
lieved, will depend altogether on the 
attitude of the Spaniards and on their 
success or failure in concentrating any 
considerable naval force. 

“In all probability a sally into the

RAILWAY-TRACK LAYING. 


The Year’s Work Equals That of the 
Last Three Years. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

CHICAGO, June 28.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Figures compiled by a statis- 
ticlan for publication in an eastern 
railroad magazine indicate that, in 
spite of the war, the laying of track 
for the year will equal, if it does not 
exceed, that of the last three years. 

From carefully-compiled reports of 
what has been done during the first 
five months of the year and close es- 
timates of what will be completed by 
the end of the present month, it is 
figured that 1092 miles will have been 
added to the Aggregate trackage of 
the United States. If the same pro- 
portion is had for the next six months 
the construction for the year will be 
about two thousand one hundred and 
eighty-five miles. 

This will be greater by twenty-five 
miles than the total of last year, 
and will not exceed that of any perlod 
of twelve months since 1894. Experience 
has shown, however, that more rail- 
road is built during the last six months 
of the year than during the first halt, 
so it is not unreasonable to suppose 
that the summary for 1898 will. show 
more than 2200 miles constructed.

The 
train was very near by this time, and 
the agonized father saw that it would 
be all over with the boy unless he 
could get to him and snatch him off the 
track. It was a desperate undertaking, 
but Smith did not hesitate. He jumped 
on the track, but he had hardly landed 
when the locomotive was upon him 
and his son. Neither was run over, 
but both.received injuries from which 
they died. 

Smith was dead when picked up. Hig 
‘back was broken both arms fractured 

nd his bowels punctured. The boy 
was alive, but unconscious, and the 
same train that ran him down took him 
to Madera for medical attendance. He 
died several hours later, however. His 


wounds were all on the head, the skull 
being fractured. 

An inquest was held this afternoon, 
and Enginer Neff was exonerated by 
the jury, as he proved that he had 
whistled and applied the airbrakes.

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, June 28.—Shortly 
after 1 o’clock today, while Mr. Caffery 
was expounding a legal proposition 
bearing upon the question in discus- 
sion, Mr. Jones of Arkansas, who was 
temporarily in the chair, said: “The 
Senator from Louisiana will suspend. 
It is manifest to the chair that a quo- 
rum of the Senate is not present. The 
chair therefore directs that there be 
a call of the Senate. The clerk will 
call the roll.” 

This unusual direction from the chair 
created some surprise among Senators 
in the chamber. 

While discussing what he deemed the 
wrong done to the constituted author- 
ity during the Hawalian rebellion of 
1893, Mr. Caffery declared that it was 
a bitter and rancorous spirit which di- 
rected the attack made upon President 
Cleveland for the bold, patriotic and 
righteous stand taken by Mr. Cleve- 
land in attempting to right the wrong 
done by Minister Stevens and the band 
of Hawaiian revolutionists. Concern- 
ing the formation of the de facto gov- 
ernment of Hawaii, Mr. Caffery de- 
olared there was never anything like 
it in the history of nations. Some man, 
he said, read a proclamation. When 
he began to read twenty-five or thirty 

ple were present, and by the time 

e had concluded perhaps 300 had 
gathered. A government was never 
made so easily, said he, or elevated so 
quickly. 

„Within half an hour,” said Mr. Caf- 
fery, Minister Stevens had acknowl- 
edged that the revolutionists had over- 
thrown the regularly-constituted gov- 
ernment. The Hawaiian government 
had under its authority several islands, 
some of them fifty miles apart. It was 
impossible for Minister Stevens to 
know that the revolution had been suc- 
cessful. International law requires 
that a de facto government shall be 
strong enough to maintain itself with 
the consent of the people, but within 
ten hours after the revolutionary gov- 
ernment had been created it demanded 
the protection of the United States.” 

Mr. Caffery maintained that it was 
‘merely a paper government, and never 
had amounted to much. He declared 
that within three days after the ac- 
knowledgment by the United States 
Minister that the new government had 
been formed, members of the govern- 
ment were on board a steamer en route 
to this country with a treaty of annex- 
ation in their pocket. 

“The ultimate purpose of the revolu- 
tionists from the start, said Mr. Caf- 
fery, “was annexation to the United 
States.“ 

He said all the conspirators were 
sugar men, and the tariff law then in 
operation in the United States was 
inimical to their interests. He added 
that a good deal had been said recently 
about the interests of the Sugar Trust 


in the pending question of annexation. 


The statements were illusory and mis- 
leading, and intended to be such. 

“In the course of my remarks,” said 
Mr. Caffery, “I will attempt to show 
hereafter that the interests of the 
American Sugar Refining Company are 
not better subserved by having Hawaili 
as it is that by having Hawaii an- 
nexed. The interests of the Sugar 
Trust are not better subserved by 
Hawali by being independent and free 
than by Hawaii being a part of the 
United States, and the newspapers 
that are crying ‘wolf, wolf,’ are trying 
to cover their own tracks.“ 

At 4 o'clock Mr. Caffery, not having 
concluded his speech, yielded the floor.

WHAT THE DOCTORS FOUND. 


They Examine Wounds Made by 
Modern High-power Rifles. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. COPYRIGHT. } 


ON BOARD THE ASSOCIATED 
PRESS DISPATCH BOAT DAUNT- 
LESS, Marine Camp, Guantanamo Bay, 
(Cuba,) via. Port Antonio, (Jamaica,) 
June 20.—[Correspondence of the As- 
sociated Press.] Ever since the in- 
troduction of the modern high-power, 
SMall-caliber rifle among the armies 
of the world, there has been intense in- 
terest in the medical profession, as well 
as among laymen; to know the effect 
of the same as to the nature of the 
wounds it would inflict, and the propor- 
tion of mortality to the wounded. 

Dr. Orlando Duckern of the American 
Medical Association, who is here to 
study the practical aspects of battle- 
field surgery, as well as tropical dis- 
eases and their treatment, went over 
the battlefield of Cusco mountain with 
Surgeon Edgar of the marine corps and 
examined the bodies there. A sight 
of the battlefield gave the impression 
of a bigger fight than had been con- 


| veyed by the cold official statement of 


the case at Camp McCalla last Tues- 
day. The additional bodies found, raised 
the estimate of Spanish killed from 
forty-eight the first day’s count, to 
more than seventy-five. | 

Many bullet-pierced straw hats lit- 
tered the ravine where the Spaniards 
made their last disastrous retreat. The 
narrow glen was literally covered with 
empty Mauser shells for half a mile, 
while cactus plants were plentifully 
peppered with the tell-tale bullet holes, 
and trees were scarred and twigs were 
hanging in profusion along the close 
grown foot path. Only eight bodies 
were found in condition to examine. 
The doctors brought back two bullet- 
punctured Spanish skulls. Speaking 
— 2 he had learned Dr. Duckern 
said: 

The effectiveness of rifles of small” 
caliber but of great initial velocity like 
the Krag-Jorgensen, Lee-Metford or 
Mauser, for instance, should be re- 
garded as settled if we accept the re- 
sults of the Cusco Mountain battle, on 
June 14. One of our soldiers received 
a flesh wound in the left arm at a dis- 
tance of 200 yards. The ball struck just 
below the elbow as the arm was being 
extended. The wound at the entrance 
was no larger than the bullet, but the 
exit was a terrible laceration, so great 
in fact that it was supposed until a 
minute examination had been made, 
that an explosive bullet had been used. 

“Of the Spanish soldiers examined,, 
one had sustained a comminuted frac- 
ture of the fifth and sixth ribs at the 
anterior curvature. The soldier was 
evidently stooping and running when 
struck by the fatal bullet, the ball en- 
tering the back below the tenth rib 
and ranging upward, striking the inner 
side of the sixth and the outer side 
of the fifth rib, shattering them for 
the space of two inches. 

“The second was a negro Spanish 
guerrilla, with the usual thick negro 
skull. The wound at entrance was 
near the middle of the left parietal 
bone, tearing away the outer table for 
a quarter of an inch around it, but 
leaving the inner table intact, except 
a clean-cut hole the size of the bullet. 
The ball passed out through the right 
orbit, tearing’ away half of the floor 
and inner wall. There was complete 
longitudinal fracture of the skull. 

“The third Spaniard was one of the 
regulars, judging from his uniform, 
and a man about 25 years old. He was 
evidently stooping forward and facing 
our troops as the ball entered the right 
frontal bone, two inches anterior to the 
parietal suture and two ond a half 
inches above the temporal articulation, 
traversing the brain longitudially, 
passing out through the right side of 
the Occipital bone on a line of and mid- 
way between the mastoid process and 
occipital protuberance. The wound at 
exit was irregular in shape, but one by 
seven-eights of an inch in size, and 
damaged a little both the inner and 
outer table of the skull. 

„The wound at entrance was clean- 
cut and the size of the bullet so far as 
the inner table was involved, but along 
the lower margin, it extended three- 
fourths of an inch on either side, and 
one inch below the entrance the outer 
table was completely torn away, as 
though it had been excavated by a 
chisel. A complete longitudinal frac- 
ture extended from the roof of the right 
orbit through the frontal bone, pass- 
ing half an inch above the wound at 
entrance to two-thirds the distance to 
the right parietal, the other extending 
downward and outward to the middle 
and posterior margin of the bone. In 
both cases of wounds of the skull, the 
longitudinal fracture did not communi- 
cate with the wound at entrance or 
exit. In both cases the fracture was 
parallel to the course of the ball, and 
complete. A thin-bladed knife was 
passed through the fractures. The 
shooting was from 600 to 800 yards, and 
the fractures were along the line of 
greatest pressure. 

Whether a ball passing through the 
head from side to side will cause a frac. 
ture at a right angle to the long dia- 
ameter of the head or not, further in- 
vestigation will demontrate. The 
bursting of the skull is no doubt due 
to the great velocity of the ball through 
the brain substance, not giving suffi- 
cient time for cell compression. 

“Another fact yet remains to be 
proven, whether the mortality is 
greater from the use of modern or the 
old-style rifles. In the case of our own 
troops, the fatality was greater to the 
proportion of wounded than formerly. 
However, that will require further 
demonstration, as the results of the 
14th may have been purely accidental 
as to fatalities.”

Ambiguous Death Certificate Filed 
in the City Health Office—Author 
of the Unfortunate Girl's 
Ruin Confesses. 


A lying-in hospital tragedy was 
called to the attention of Coroner 
Campbell yesterday by City Health 
Officer Powers. An investigation 


promptly begun by the Coroner soon 
developed facts that place several peo- 
ple in an unenviable Nght. 

As a result of information already 
in his possession the Coroner will this 
morning at 10 o'clock empaneled a jury 
to determine how Miss Lizzie Hutflesz 
came to her death and who, if any one, 
is criminally responsible for it. 

Miss Hutflesz died about 9:30 o’clock 
Sunday evening at the lying-in hospital 
of Mrs. James H. Smith, No. 727 Belle- 
vue avenue. The body was removed 
that night to Orr & Hines’s morgue. 
The undertakers who were preparing 
it for burial yesterday filed at the City 
Health office a certificate of death 
signed by Dr. J. W. Trueworthy, 
stating that the cause of death was 
septicoemia (blood Ppoisoning,) but 
making no mention of the contributing 
cause which is of vital, importance in 
such cases. 

As cases of death in the sort of in- 
stitutions conducted by Mrs. Smith, 
especially when the victims are un- 
married women, are usually looked 
upon with more or less suspicion, Dr. 
Powers thought it but proper to notify 
the Coroner, who deemed it his duty 
to inquire into the primary cause of 
the young woman's death. The Coro- 
ner accordingly determined to hold an 
autopsy on .e remains. He did this 
yesterday afternoon, assisted by Dr. B. 
O. Webb. 

Dr. Truewortby | witnessed the 
autopsy and made a statement to the 
Coroner concerning his knowledge of 
the case, but declined to talk for pub- 
lication further than to say that he 
had nothing to conceal, but preferred 
to reserve his explanation until called 
upon to testify at the Coroner's inquest, 
when he would tell all he knew about 
the matter. 

The autopsy showed that the vital 
organs of the young woman were all 
in a normal state of health, with the 
exception of the genital organs, the 
condition of which indicated that a 
criminal operation had recently been 
performed. There could be only two 
explanations for the- blood-poisoning, 
one was that it was caused by an in- 
voluntary miscarriage, the other that 
it was the effect of an abortion. 

The abortion theory is borne out by 
statements of a number of persons who 
are interested in one way or another in 
the case, which is an extremely sad 
one. 

Miss Hutflesz was not quite 20 years 
old. Her home was with her father, 
her only living relative here, at No. 
1437 Wright street, but for several vears 
she had been employed as a domes- 
tic by several prominent families in 
this city. She was an attractive-look- 
ing girl, both in face and figure, and 
was very well thought of by all who 
knew her, especially her employers, 
who never suspected her of any im- 
moral conduct. 

On May 22 she left her last place of 
employment saying she was sick and 
would return to her home until she 
grew better. Her father was at Ful- 
lerton working on a ranch. She wrote 
to him that she was in ill-health and 
was going to Santa Monica for a while 
in the hope that the change would do 
her gcod. She remained with friends 
in this city, however, until June 13, 
when she became an inmate of Mrs. 
Su.th’s hospital under the assumed 
name of Lizzie White. 

Meanwile none of her friends sus- 
bected her condition. They were sim- 
ply led to believe that she was sligbt- 
ly indisposed and that a few weeks 
at Santa Monica, where she pretended 
to be going, would bring her around all 
right. She told several of her mar- 
riel women friends, however, that she 
had a girl friend who had got into 
serious trouble with a young man who 
was willing to marry her, but the 
girl preferred the risk of a  crim- 
inal operation to marriage. Miss Hut- 
flesz wanted to find some place where 
her friend could have an operation 
safely nerformed. One of the women 
spoken to advised her to have noth- 


ing to do with a case of that kind, and 


to try to persuade her friend from 
taking that course. Another woman 
confessed to the Coroner yesterday 
that she told Miss Hutflesz about Mrs. 
Smith’s lying-in hospital and recom- 
mended it to her friend, little think- 
ing that Miss Hutflesz had occasion 
to go there herself. The woman who 
gave this advice regrets now that she 
ever heard of Mrs. Smith's place, where 
Miss Hutflesz came to her death. 

From the most reliable information 
obtainable. Miss Hutflesz entered the 
lying-in hospital om Monday, June 13. 
In a little less than two weeks she left 
in the dead wagon. 

So far as known, Frank Kohler, a 
bartender employed at No. 312 North 
Main street, was the only friend she 
had who knew of her condition, and 
about her going to the lying-in hos- 
pital.. Kohler frankly confesses that 
he was responsible for her condition,

but denies that he advised, aided or 
abetted her in her determination to 
submit to an operation. On the con- 
trary, he alleges that he was willing 


at all times to marry the girl, and 
begged her to be his wife, but she 
refused him. He had been keeping 


company with her for several years, 
and the reason for her alleged refusal 
to marry him under the circumstances 
is not apparent, especially in view of 
the gushing letter she wrote him while 
in the hospital, which Kohler turned 
over to the Coroner. Following is a 
copy of the letter written from the hos- 
pital, undated and evidently mailed 
surreptitiously: 

“My darling boy: I am felling pretty 
well so fare, but oh I am so lonesome 


for you. I have to stay in my room 
all the time. It is just enough to kil! 
a person. Mrs. S. is very nice and 


so is her daughter. I go in the parlor 
and she plays on the piano and sings 
very pretty, but if the bell rings, you 
ought to see me fiy. She is very care- 
ful. I can only go out after dark. I 
take a walk every night. 

“I thought I would drop you this line 
to show you that I am not dead yet, 
No, realy, frank, I am just dying to 
see my boy. I will have to close now, 
am afraid Mrs. S. will come in and 
give me the dickens. She dose every 
time I do as much as look out of the 
window. 

Don't write. Will hear from me 
soon. Don't go by my name here. 

Kohler was the first to advise the 
bereaved father of the sad fate that be- 
fell his daughter. “Mr. ilutflesz, who 
appears to be a respectable, hard-work- 
ing German, was at work on a ranch 
near Fullerton, and did not learn of 
bis daughter's untimely death until 
Monday evening, when he received a 
telegram from Kohler apprising him 
of the fact. He hired a buggy and 
drove at once to this city. The old 
man is heartbroken over the sad affair. 
He supposed his daughter was with 
friends at Santa Monica, and had not 
the least intimation of the serious 
trouble she was in. She was his only 
child, and he is now left entirely aione 
in the world, his wife having died in 
the Ione Insane Asylum nearly five 
years ago. 

Mrs. J. H. Smith, Dr.“ Smith, her 
card reads, when asked if she wished 
to make any statement regarding Miss 
Hutflesz’s death in her house under 
such suspicious circumstances, replied 
alrily that she had not. It was no case 
of hers. Dr. Trueworthy and Dr. Arm- 
strong were the proper persons to see, 
as it was their case. 

Wheg told that the Coroner exrected 
evidence to be adduced at the inquest 
implicating her in the alleged aborticn, 
Mrs. Smith waxed indignant. and de- 
clared that the girl was not even rrec- 
nant when she came to her house, She 
declined to discuss the matter further, 
but will probably explain her connec- 
tion with the case to the Coroner's 
jury today, as Dr. Campell last night 
subpoenaed her as a wiiness at the 
inquest, which will convene at Orr & 
Hines’s morgue at 10 o'clock this raorn- 
ing. 

This is not the first time that Mrs. 
Smith has gained unenviable notoriety 
on account of happenings at her lying- 
in hospital. Her statement that her 
hospital is no worse than that kept 
by other doctors in chis city is prob- 
ably true, but the pecular circum- 
stances surrounding the death of IIzzie 
Hutflesz demand a searching investiga- 
tion, and Coroner Campbell means to 
probe the matter to the bottom. 


THE WAR LOAN, 


ENTHUSIASM SHOWN BY WOMEN 
FOR THE NEW BONDS. 


Almost a Run on Savings Banks 
Caused by the Withdrawals of 
Accounts—Enormous Amount of 
Work Entaliled by the Loan. 


{SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF | TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, June 22.—One of the 
strongest proofs that the war loan is 
to be a great success is found in the 
way in which the women of the coun- 
try are taking it up. Every bank in 
this city, as well as at other points 
throughout the country, is crowded all 
day by long lines of women who are 
making arrangements to draw their 
accounts and invest small sums in the 
new bonds. So great is this demand 
that it almost amounts to a run, and 
may cause serious disturbances in the 
savings banks and other institutions 
of the country. 

Our banks are all well to do at pres- 
ent, but it is a difficult thing to with- 
draw $200,000,000 from deposit in them, 
and temporarily from circulation alto- 
gether, without embarrassing some- 
body. It was to avoid this very thing 
that arrangements were made whereby 
subscriptions for amounts larger than 
$500 might be paid in installments, but 
this was not done in the case of small 
subscriptions, and they may do just 
what wag prevented in the case of the 
large ones. 

The amount of work entailed by this 
loan is enormous. If the entire amount 
is taken up in less than $500 sums, it 
means that 400,000 different accounts 
will have to be opened by the govern- 
ment. More probably the individual 
subscriptions will not average over 
$300, making the total number nearly 
700,000. 

Receipts will have to be made out 
for each person subscribing, together 
with a circular of acknowledgment of 
the subscription, and then the bonds 
themselves will have to be forwarded, 
together with checks for the interest 
from date of subscription to August 
1, from which time the bonds them- 
selves bear interest. Altogether, be- 
tween 2,000,000 and 2,500,000 separate 
pieces of paper of one sort or another 
will have to be handled by the treas- 
ury clerks before the bonds finally 
reach the subscribers. 

About two hundred additional clerks 
have been set to work on the loan, 
and others are being added as fast as 
competent people can be found. The 
mails are crowded with subscriptions 
which are at present accumulating 
faster than they can be opened, but in 
a few days, it is expected that the 
force will begin to catch up. 

The job which particularly affrights 
the clerks is the making out of interest 
checks on the new bonds up to August 
1. The largest number of interest 
checks now required are those on the 
4 per cent. bonds—$560,000,000. These 
checks number 27.000 and have to be 
made out quarterly. It is considered 
a big job., and the books are closed a 
month in advance so as to give the 
clerks time to get them out. Multiply 
this by twenty or twenty five, and some 
idea can be formed of the work in- 
volved in computing and filling out the 
checks to subscribers of the present 
popular loan. 

The profits on the loan are all a 
matter of guess work as yet. Secretary 
Gage thinks that the bonds will eo to 
a premium of about 4 per cent., while 
other good judges say that they will 
go to 105. Some people believe that 
they will be selling at 110 within ninety 
davs. The bonds may be redeemed in 
1908. but they may run until 1918. a 
fact that ereativ increases their value.

Banana Exports Interrupted. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 28.—The in- 
terruption of regular steam communi- 
cation with Honolulu, caused by the 
use of the regular ocean steamers. as 
transports for the army going to Ma- 
nila, it is said, will entail great loss 
to the banana growers of the Ha- 
wallan Islands. Most of the fruit in- 
tended for shipment will be unfit for 
sale before vessels can be secured to 
convey it to the market.

PHOENIX (Ariz.,), June 25.—{Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] Citizens of Phoe- 
nix read with dismay the account of 
the desperate brush at Santiago de 
Cuba wherein several of the Rough 
Riders gave up their lives and many 
more were wounded. The uppermost 
feeling. perhaps, was that of pride over 
the gallantry with which the Rough 
Riders swept the enemy before them. 
Maj. Brodie, who was wounded in the 
right forearm, and Capt. McClintock, 
who was wounded in the leg, are pop- 
ular in Arizona. It is not improbable 
that Capt. McClintock will return 
from the front, as it is understood that 
even though his wound may not be 
severe, his commanding officer, Col. 
Wood, has been wired to this effect 
from Phoenix, the request being that 
Capt. McClintock be detailed to come 
to Arizona and carry on the work of re- 
cruiting under the second call for 75,- 
000 volunteers. Capt. McClintock ren- 
dered most effective service in this re- 
spect under the first call, his large 
acquaintance throughout the Territory 
proving extremely valuable. 

ABIZONA SOLDIERS. 

A regiment of twelve companies has 
been allotted between the four Ter- 
ritories of Arizona, New Mexico, Okla- 
homa and Indian Territory, Arizona 
getting three companies, New Mexico 
four, Oklahoma, three, and Indian Ter- 
ritory, two. Whipple Barracks will be 
the place of rendezvous for the volun- 
teers of Arizona and New Mexico. 

Gov. McCord retains an active hope 
that Arizona will yet be permitted to 
distinguish herself in the way of rais- 
ing volunteers. The Governor has re- 
ceived a personal telegram from Secre- 
tary Alger, notifying him that a com- 
missiom as colonel of the regiment 
would be issued without delay to him. 
While this news is gratifying to Ari- 
zona’s Executive, yet it has been an 


fardent ambition with him to head an 


Arizona regiment, and that he cannot, 
as is evident at this time, is a great 
disappointment to him. 

NEWS FROM THE FRONT. 

Private Goodwin, as he signs him- 
self, but who is known in public life 
hereabouts as the Hon. J. C. Good- 
win, late member of the Territorial 
Legislature, writes from Tampa under 
date of June 17. After mentioning 
the fact that part of his regiment, the 
“Rough Riders,” have gone to Cuba, 
he says: “Of all the volunteer regi- 
ments in the army, ours is kept under 
the strictest surveillance. You ask 
why? I answer, I do not know. The 
citizens of Tampa have even gone s0 
far as to petition that we be not paid 
while we are at Tampa. As yet we 
have not received one cent of pay, 
while most of the other regiments have 
received their money. Some of our 
boys were broke before they left Pres- 
cott. Every man in the company has 
spent every cent he brought with him, 
borrowed every cent he can for now, 
pawned everything pawnable, and 
what's a @ellow to do? We are not 
a bad lot. We've only a bad name, 
that’s all. We're gentlemen, every- 
one of us, except some of the eastern- 
ers, and they are as good as we are 
when they divide up with us. We are 
a great push. Every day some new 
recruit arrives, some fellow who has 
some ‘United States Senator’s indorse- 
ment. They look nice and fresh for 
a dey or two, but after that they are 
one of us. Do they make good volun- 
teers? Of course they do. Are they 
not the flower of the State and the 
pride of their fireside? 

“It is learned from other sources 
that the eight companies that were 
sent to Santiago de Cuba were paid off 
the night they broke camp to go 
aboard the transports.” 

HAD A WARM TIME. 

The Capital harness shop was the 
center of a hot blaze Wednesday night 
that threatened for a time the safety 
of the best business section of Phoenix, 
but the fire department quickly con- 
trolled the fire. The harness shop was 
a complete loss, estimated at $1000 on 
the stock. The drug store of Good- 
man & Co. was damaged and the 
Capital saloon was nearly wrecked 
from heat, smoke and water. The 
loss on the Capital saloon is estimated 
at $3000. The occupants of the two- 
story brick building located imme- 
diately north were damaged to a slight 
extent, as their furniture vas re- 
moved at the time that the danger 
seemed most imminent. 

PHOENIX IN BRIEF. 


The Yavapai Gold Mining Company, 
by amended articles of incorporation 
filed with the County Recorder, has 
changed its name to the Mount Ante 
lope Gold Mining Company, and its 
officers and place of business to Phoe- 
nix. 

Mrs. William Wilson of Alhambra, 
five miles northwest of Phoenix, was 
held up in broad daylight Tuesday by 
an unmasked highwayman, who re- 
lieved her of about $3 in silver. She 
was on her way home from Phoenix, 
where she had deposited $160 in the 
bank. 

C. T. Hirst, a prominent horticul- 
turist of Glendale, says that the peach 
crop this year will be unusually large. 
The heaviest and best part of the crop 
will bein the market about August 1. 

The cattlemen of the valley have ac- 
cepted the challenge issued for a 
Fourth of July tug-of-war by the Phoe- 
nix fire department. Such heavy- 
weights as Supervisor Joe Monihon, 
Col. William Christy, Jake Miller, 
Charles Goldman and W. J. Cotton are 
included in the number. 

The members of the Watermelon As- 
sociation represent an acreage of 200 
acres. Many small growers, not mem- 
bers, have from five to twenty acres 
in melons. The acreage is the largest 
in the history of the valley. 

Three Japanese announced their in- 
tention in court this week of becoming 
citizens of the United States. They 
have been in this country just two 
years. 

County Surveyor W. A. McGinnis has 
been failing mentally for some time 
past and was well aware of this fact 
himself.

THE BIDS FOR CITY LIGHTING. 
One thing has been made certain 
mee the opening of the bids for 
ghting the city after the expiration 
k the present contract. The city will 
scure @ much lower rate, under the 
ew contract, than it has ever had 
tore, whichever of the bids shall be 
scepted. Under the present contract 
ye city pays $9 per lamp per month. 
nder the new contract the reduc- 
n will be such that the additional 
ber of lamps contemplated— 
arly 200 in all—can be maintained 
t about the same cost for the entire 
ystem as the cost of the smaller num- 
er of lights under the present con- 
tact. 
The bids for constructing an en- 
rely new distributing system, to be 
ned by the city, showed that the 
bst. of such a system would be more 
fan $125,000. The news lamps for 
e entire system would cost over 
5,000 in addition, or more than 
440,000 for the complete outfit. The 
id of the San Gabriel Electric Com- 
any for furnishing current to light 
ze city, provided the city should

jaintain its own distributing system, 
tas at the rate of $4.25 per lamp per 


fonth. If the city owned a system 
1 wires and poles, an apparent sav- 
ae of $2.25 per lamp per month, or 
@me $17,000 per year, might be ef- 
acted by accepting this bid. But the 
met of erecting a distributing system 
ud providing the necessary lamps 
Pula be so great that it is question- 
ble whether it would be the part of 
god policy to embark upon that en- 
prise. Taking into account the in- 
rest on $140,000, the cost of the sys- 
le with the cost of maintenance, 
loss from deterioration, and other 
cidentals of expense, it would take 
st least ten years, and probably 
"enger, for the city to pay for its dis- 
ributing system out of the saving to 


be effected by reason of its ownership 
of such a system. Ten years is 4 
lang period in electrical progress. It 
is possible that, before the expiration 
of that time, new inventions and dis- 
coveries would render the system ob- 
solpte, and the city would lose heavily 
on its investment. 

The bid of the Los Angeles Electric 
Company to light the city under the 
present system of distribution, with 
the addition of twenty lights in each 
ward, appears to be the lowest bid 
submitted, all things considered. This 
bid will probably be accepted. It will 
give the city 180 new lights, without 
materially increasing the cost of light- 
ing. And the lights throughout the 
city will be kept burning all night, 
every night in the year, which will 
add much to the efficiency of the sys- 
tem. This result will certainly be a 
great improvement on existing 
methods. The Council and the peo- 
ple are to be congratulated upon this 
successful solution of the lighting 
problem. 

The twenty additional lights to be 
located in each ward should be placed 
judiciously. It is obvious, without 
argument, that most of them should 
be given to the outlying districts in 
the recently-annexed territory, which 
are at present very poorly lighted. 
The lights will undoubtedly be thus 
placed, for the most part. A care- 
ful survey of the field will show 
where they can be located to the best 
advantage. 


THE SUNDRY CIVIL BILL NOT HELD UP. 
Comment was made in these col- 
umns some days ago regarding the 
probable effect that the debate in the 
Senate on the question of Hawaiian 
annexation, if prolonged, might have 
toward holding up the Sundry Civil 
Bill, thus jeopardizing the San Pedro 
Harbor appropriation. Senator 
Stephen M. White telegraphed the edi- 
tor of THe TIMEs yesterday that this 
view of the matter is erroneous, and 
that there is nothing to hold up. He 
states, in his dispatch, that the Sen- 
ate committee can call up the subject 
at any time and whenever they re- 
port they can have the floog if they 
want it. The Senator adds the pleas- 
ing information that the committee 
promises to report “today or tomor- 
row, consequently we may anticipate 
an early ending to the long-drawn-dut 
anxiety in the minds of the people of 
Southern California regarding the im- 
portant project of a deep-sea harbor 
for this section of the Pacific Coast. 
We may rest assured that our Sena- 
tors have not lost sight of the great 
work that has been so long delayed 
through the machinations of a pub- 
lic enemy that never sleeps, and no 
doubt we shall reach the end of this 
matter some time. The people have 
reason to hope that the time is close 
at hand. 


PLENTY OF VACANT LAND. 

Those persons who are inclined to 
think that the United States is becom- 
ing rapidly filled up, and say that an 
outlet will soon have to be found on 
the outside for surplus population, 
will be surprised to learn that, ac- 
cording to a recent report of the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, only a little 
more than one-half of the public do- 
main of the United States is either 
reserved or appropriated. The area 
still remaining vacant amounts to 
591,343,953 acres, without including 
Alaska, which is supposed to embrace 
nearly 400,000,000 acres more. ‘Sn? 
amount reserved for schools, Indians, 
rilitary and naval purposes, railroad 
grants, parks, forest reservations. etc . 
including all territory reserved from 
tele for any purpose whatsoever, 
amounts to 132,441,744 acres, so that, 
taking the reserve land and the vu- 
vant land together, only about one- 
half of the area of the United States 
has actually passed out of control of 
the government, and if Alaska is in- 
cluded, the unoccupied area is larger 
by 300,000,000 acres than that which 
is occupied. 

Much of this land still owned by the 
government is included in the area of 
so-called arid land, a large portion of 
which, however, could be made avail- 
able for homes to accommodate mil- 
lions of people by the judicious ex- 
penditure of money by the govern- 
ment for irrigation purposes. It is 
idle to talk about there being no more 
homes for Americans as long as this 
vast area of land lies idle.

BIG NAVIES. 
| A report recently 
British government, showing the com- 
parative force of the leading navies uf 
the world, brings out in striking fig- 
| ures the immense superiority of the 
English navy over all others. In the 
report seven nations are considered, 
namely, England, France, Russia, 
Germany. Italy, the United States 
and Japan, whose navies are classi- 
fied as to comparative strength in the 
order named. Great Britain is far in 


the lead, with a total of 379 war ves- 


sels, built or building. Then follows 
France, 154; Russia, 114; Germany, 81; 
Italy, 59, United States, 98; Japan, 52. 
The United States is placed sixth on 
the list, instead of fourth, because 
this country has less first-class bat- 
tleships than Germany and Italy. 

Of battleships alone, Great Britain 
has 52, besides 9 others building and 3 
ordered. France has 27 of these first- 
class war vessels, Russia, 12, and 
Germany, 17, so that England has al- 
most as many battleships as these 
three powers combined. Of armored 
cruisers, Great Britain has 18, as 
compared with 9 belonging to France, 
10 to Russia and 3 to Germany. Of 
protected cruisers, England has no 
less than 95, besides 24 building, 
making the total of 119. France only 
has 30 protected cruisers, Russia 3, and 
Germany 7, a total of 40, or less than 
one-third of the number owned by 
England and being built in that coun- 
try. England also has 52 torpedo- 
boat destroyers, and 46 building, 
while France has only 8, Russia 1 and 
Germany none, 

Adding together the battleships, 
armored cruisers and protected cruis- 
ers, it will be seen that England has 
altogether 165, France, 66; Russia, 25, 
and Germany, 27, a total of 118 for 
the three last- named countries. The 
United States has 21 and Japan 14, so 
that these three countries in alliance 
could oppose the fleets of the three 
continental powers nearly two to one. 

When it comes to the question of 
money that is being spent for new 
vessels, we find that Grdht Britain 
also keeps the lead. Great Britain is 
building 108 ships, at a cost of $107,- 
000,000, which is a little more than a 
million dollars each. Included in this, 
and to be finished this year, are 14 
battleships, four of which are to be 
of the Maiestic size, but with lighter 
draught and greater speed. It is in- 
tended that these ships shall have a 
speed of 18 knots per hour. There are 
to be, all together, fourteen battleships 
‘built within a year or two, eight first- 
class cruisers and nine second-class 
cruisers, with fifty-two torpedo-boat 
destroyers. The remainder will be 
torpedo. boats and gunboats. When 
the armament now ordered is com- 
pleted, Great Britain will have more 
than 100,000 officers and men engaged 
in its naval service. Of this number, 
6300 will be required to man the ships 
built the present year. 

France comes next to England in its 

naval preparations, but only expend- 
ing about half as much, as its budget 
for neval construction this year is 
$55,000,000; but France has a pro- 
gramme by which in 1905 it will have 
spent $144,000,000, making an expendi- 
ture after the present year of $18,- 
000,000 per year. 
The present war with Spain will un- 
doubtedly mark the commencement of 
a new era in the American navy. 
From now on we shall undoubtedly 
keep our navy on a par with those of 
the leading European powers. It is 
doubtful whether the time will ever 
come when the combined fleets uf 
Great Britain and the United States 
shall not outrank the fleets of any 
three powers of continental Europe. 
This means that the United States 
and Great Britain will be able, if 
they choose, to dictate the policy of 
the world. 


KANSAS KICKS. 

Statements recently appeared in 
the newspapers to the effect that 
farm laborers were greatly needed in 
the vicinity of Hutchinson, Kan.; that 
the wages offered were from $3 to $5 
per day, etc., etc. The inevitable re- 
sult was an influx of the unemployed 
at Hutchinson. It seems that there 
is little or no work there for the 
visitors, and the Hutchinsonians are 
making a vigorous protest against any 
further tax upon their hospitality. 
One of the “excursionists” from Los 
Angeles writes to Tim Times from 
Hutchinson, as follows: 

“Hutchinson ds not in the wheat 
belt, as was advertised. McPherson, 
about thirty miles north, is ina 
wheat country, and also Salina, about 
fifty miles farther north. Some of the 
boys went to work for $1 a day. The 
wages run from $1 up to $2 or $2.50. 
The crop south of here is about har- 
vested. There are two men for every 
job here. Please publish this and let 
the workingmen know there is not 
such a demand for help as was adver- 
tised.“ 

Just how or why the rumor. was 
started that there was a great and un- 
supplied demand for labor at Hutch- 
inson, is unknown to THe TuS. It 
appears to have been a most unfor- 
tunate mistake—unfortunate alike for 
the Hutchinsonians and for the poor 
fellows who went there hoping to se- 
cure employment. . 


The Kentucky colonel who went 
into battle wearing no other uniform 
than a necktie and a pair of spurs 
would be right at home with the 
Rough Riders, who are reported as be- 
ing clad, for fight, in a cartridge belt, 
a rifle and a chew of tobacco.

ANOTHER COALING STATION. 

It seems that Uncle Sam is better 
provided for in the matter of coaling 
stations in the Pacific, than has been 
supposed. According toa dispatch 
from Honolulu, the Stars and Stripes 
float over an island about 2700 miles 
west of the Hawaiian capital, nearly 
in the ocean highway to Yokohama. 
It is known by the rather unique 
name of “Marcus of Weeks.” The 
island, it seems, was discovered by 
Capt. Rosehill of Honolulu and Capt. 
Foster, commander of a sailing vessel 
plying between San Francisco and the 


Blaine, then Secretary of State, our 
flag was raised over the island, and 
still floats there, with the acquiescence 
of Great Britain, France, and the other 
European powers. 

It is said that the island is suitable 
for a coaling station, and even for a 
naval station. If the facts are as 
stated, it will be well for the govern- 
ment to investigate the matter, with 
a view to developing the possibilities 
of this stopping-point in mid-ocean. 
We need other coaling-stations than 
those which we shall have at Honolulu 
and Manila. The speck of land above 
referred to seems to be well designed 
to fill a long-felt want. By all means, 
if it is as represented, let's stock the 
island with coal, connect it with our 
other insular possessions and the 
mainland by cable, and—there we are! 


THIS Is “GERNALISM.” 

Not the least startling and unique 
thing in this war is the enterprise“ 
of the San Francisco Call, which con- 
tinues to print pictures and things 
that outscoops the old original scooper 
out of hand. Its latest sample of 
imaginative enterprise is in picturing 
Teddy’s Terrors in the act of making 
a cavalry charge in the fight at La 
Quasina, despite the fact that there 
wasn’t a horse in the entire command. 
The dispatches clearly stated that the 
troopers in that engagement fought 
dismounted, but.a little ‘thing like 
that makes no difference to the yel- 
low Call.

tHE BALTIMORE. 


The Situation of Dewey's Fieet 

Twenty Days After the Great 

Dattle—Interesting Details About 
Spanish Prisons. 


Another young Angelefio, Joe Leh- 
man. a fireman on the Baltimore. 
whose mother resides at No. 107 West 
Pico street in this city, sends home 
this interesting and valuable letter on 
the conditions that existed at Cavite 
several days after the great victory 
which electrified the world. This let- 
ter is an excellent exemplification of 
the intelligence and “savey” that per- 
cades our navy even in the lowest 
ranks of the service: 

„U.S. S. BALTIMORE, 
“Manila Bay, Philippine Islands, May 

20, 1898. 

“My Dear Mother: No doubt by 
this time you have reeeived one of my 
three recent letters, the 
ing so very short that was r 
* to send it, but as it was 
written just after the battle I knew 
you would understand that I did not 
have much time to write, and also that 
you would be more than happy to know 
that I was unharmed. I know with 
your nervous temperament that you 
must be in an awful condition from 
worrying over me, but I want you 
to understand that unless you hear 
reliable news that the Baltimore has 
gone to the bottom you must not 
worry, for I, being a fireman, am sta- 
tioned in the very bottom of the ship 
where no shot or shell can strike me. 
Of course we are in danger to a 
certain extent, though, for if the ship 
should sink we could never get out. 

“But there is not much danger of 
that now for we have destroyed every 
ship the Spaniards had around here, and 
have captured all the forts as well, 
excepting one which is situated in the 
city of Manila, and which we can take 
whenever we choose; the only reason 
we have not done so is because we 
would have to bombard the city, which 
would cause an enormous loss of life. 
and the admiral wishes to cause as few 
deaths as possible. Besides if we 
were to take this place we have not 
men enough to preserve the peace, 80 
we are waiting for our troops, which 
we expect here most any time. We 
have been more than lenient with these 
people, letting all our prisoners go and 
treating them with the respect defeated 
foe is deserving of. I have often 
thought how different it would have 
been if the battle had gone the other 
way, and we had been captured. There 
would have been very little mercy 
shown to us, I assure you, and we did 
not expect it, but every man on this 
ship would have rather gone to the 
bottom than to have been captured.

Our skipper, Capt. Dyer, has proved 
himself as brave as I thought him to 
If anything, he is too daring. No 
conning-tower for him. He stood right 
on the bridge in the very thickest of 
the fight, and was as cool as a cucum- 
ber. When the shells were fiying 
over him, he said: That's the way I 
like to see them come, high or short:“ 
and when he was ordered to destory the 
enemy’s fortifications, he steamed 
right up in the teeth of the forts until 
within about 2500 yards, when he 
stopped dead still for twenty minutes 
and poured in broadside after broadside 
at the forts. We were hit more times 
than any ship in the battle, six shots 
having struck us, but they did very 
little damage. You no doubt would 
like to know how I felt during the 
engagement, but it is a feeling which 
it is impossible to explain to you. Jf 
was not afraid, because I had com- 
plete confidence in our fleet, but one 
must hear the shells swishing through 
the air to realize the sensation one 
feels. The general thing during the 
fight was cheering, you never heard 
such hearty cheers as the crews of Hur 
ships gave one another. After the 
battle the whole ship’s company were 
as hoarse as if they had been to a foot- 
~ s is the only paper I could r 

up on the ship. It is torn out we 
report book that we took from the 
navy-yard over here which now be- 
longs to us. I must now close, and if 
you do not hear from me for perhaps 
three or four months don’t worry, for 
mail is very uncertain.”

DULL FREIGHT BUSINESS. 


Internal Revenue Stamps on Bills 
of Lading. 


The rahlroad freight men find but lit- 
tle to do these days. Merchants antici- 
pated the advance in freights which 
took place on the 25th inst., by quietly 
ordering goods ahead. Enough are on 
the way for a comparatively quiet sum- 
mer trade, and new orders are difficult 
to pick up. 

Passenger traffic is pretty brisk just 
now, an unusual number of eastern 
people coming to California and a few 
going home. 

The Judson-Phillips agency report 
the arrival of a carload, the. imedorite

But if freight is not moving like a 
meteor, some of the heads of 2 * 
ments are busy studying points of law 
in connection with the stamp clause in 
the new revenue act. It says that in all 
shipping receipts, or bills of lading, for 
goods to any point in the United States, 
a i-cent stamp shall be affixed, and if 
the goods go abroad, a 10-cent stamp. 
It also says that on all duplicates” 
of such receipts, a stamp shall be 
placed. But further on the provision 
is made that on copies“ of such re- 
ceipts no stamp is to go. The question 
is whether a duplicate“ is not a 
“copy.” The roads are compelled by 
law to issue “a document” showing the 
receipt of all goods placed with them 
for shipment. So the roads will refuse 
to furnish a duplicate, excepting at the 
expense of the shipper, if they have 
to be stamped. 

The officials are busy procuring 
stamps and distributing them to agents 
at all stations, as well as sending the 
agents specific instructions as to their 
use 


The roads are also busy in the oper- 
ating departments making preparations 
for Fourth of July. The Southern Pa- 
cific will run seven trains to Long 
Beach and San Pedro, and thirteen to 
Santa Monica.

Policeman Bates, who has been a 
pensioner on the department for several 
years, is to be examined to ascertain 
if he ie not fit for some kind of duty. 

The police department will ask that 
instead of purchasing 100 rifles for 
them, the city give them shotguns for 
a number of the men, as the latter 
weapon is considered more effective in 
case of riot. 

The electric companies which have 
mot complied with the conduit ordi- 
nance will ask for three months ad- 
ditional time in which to comply with 
the law. 

The annual estimate of the expense of 
the street department was filed with 
the City Auditor yesterday. 

The mining suit that came to trial 
yesterday in Department Three, is 
likely to take up considerable time in 
the hearing. H. Crinklaw, who was 
superintendent of the Banner Mining 
Company and the Gold King Mining 
Company's properties, in the Julian 
Mining District, is seeking to recover 
remuneration for his services. The 
companies deny liability as the super- 
intendent was to be paid out of the 
net profits, and there have been no net 
profits. This will necessitate a greater 
or less exploiting of the business car- 
ried on by the two corporations, and 
additional interest is given by the fact 
that there is a counter claim for dam- 


cinnati, against the Southern Califor-

TOUGH SALOON WHICH MAY LOSE 
ITS LICENSE.

Street Financial 
Estimate—Time ter Complying 
With the Cenduit Ordimance te

Unless the whole moral complexion 
of what is knownp as the “White 
Wings” saloon on First street near 
Wiknington, is changed before the next 
regular meeting of the Board of Police 
Commissioners, the license for that 
saloon will be revoked. Last week the 
residents of that neighborhood pre- 
eented before the commissioners a com- 
plaint about the manner in which the 
place was being conducted. They as- 
serted that drinks were sold at almost 
all hours to any persons who applied, 
whether they were minors or not, and 
that in connection with the saloon, an 
assignation house was being run. 
which, while not under the same man- 

ent as the saloon, depended upon 
it for its custom. Lewd women clad 
in anything or almost nothing, were 
Frequently seen in the place, and the 
saloon was a menace to the peace of 
that part of the city. The matter was 
referred to Chief Glass for investiga- 
tion, and yesterday at the

virtual control of the saloon, holding 
A title to the fixtures in the bar. had 
inaugurated a reform movement there. 
The former managers had been dis- 
charged and a new set of men placed 
in charge. The Chief reported that the 
brewery firm was trying to clean out 
the place as much as possible. and he 
thought they would For that 
reasom the commissioners gave him 
another week in which to improve the 
condition of the locality. 
WANTS HER ALIMONY. 

The divorced wife of Policeman 
Bates, who has for some years been 
a pensioner on the department, ap- 
peared and endeavored to have the 
commissioners compel her former hus- 
hand to pay the amount of the alimony 
which had been granted at the same 
time as the decree of . divorce. She 
stated that her former husband draws 
regularly one-half a policeman’s pay 
from the city, and that he had refuged 
to pay her a cent of it. She had ap- 
pealed to the courts, but on account 
of his alleged infirmity, he was not 
punished for contempt, as he made the 
‘claim that imprisonment would cause 
‘his affliction to become worse. Bates 
was injured by an explosion on Co- 
lumbian dax. several years ago, 
has Since been nearly blind.

The pian is to so 
change the watches that the men will 
be able to attend morning sessions of 
the Police courts and to have the reg- 
ular daily sessions of those courts held 
in the morning instead of the after- 
The objection to the old plan 
is perticulariy due to the conditions 
which prevail at 4 am. each day. At 
that hour the men on the new watch 
have to walk to the Police Station, and 
the patrolmen who co on duty then 
have to wait two hours unt the street 
cars begin running.

WANT SHOTGUNS TOO. 

The Board of Police Commissoiners 
Was officially notified te the City 
Clerk of the action of the City Coun- 
cil with reference to arming ihe police 
with rifles. The Council approved the 
recommendation of the Finance Com- 
mittee that the cost of 100 rifles be in- 
cluded in the annual apportionment 
of the department. which means that 
the guns will be purchased whenever 
the annual appropriations are made. 
The commissioners doubted the expedi- 
ency of arming the entire police de- 
partment with high-power rifles, such 
as are in use in the army. The rifles 
would be used only in case of riot, and 
it was considered that to repel mobs 
shotguns would be much better 
adapted to the service than rifles 
which would kill at a mile range. The 
commissioners decided to request the 
Council to substitute shotguns for 
some of the rifles. If the request is 
granted. the shotguns will be of the 
magazine cylinder bores, which have 


been used so effectively so many t'nies 


by express messengers in repelling 
train robbers. 

CHIEF'S PRIVATE SECRETARY. 

For a long time Chief Glass has deen 
anxious to have the services of a 
stenographer in his department, who 
could look after the correspondence, 
the recording of descriptions and the 
keeping of the financia! records for 
which he is responsible to the commis- 
sioners. and about two weeks ago he 
applied to the commissioners for the 
appointment of such an official. An- 
ticipating a rush for the job. nothing 
was done about the matter bv the 
commissioners. and it was decided to 
appoint a special policeman and assign 
bm to the place. The position was 
created yesterday. and Harry G. John- 
son, former secretary of the Board of 
Education. was given the job. He 
was sworn in during the afternoon and 
will be assigned to duty at once. The 
matter of salary has not been decided. 
but he will probably receive the pay 
of a regular patrolman, $1009 per year.

lumber. $8200: gravel. $6000; asphaltum, 
$1000: hardware. $100: expense. includ- 
ing board cart horses, repairs, tools, re- 
pairs man-holes. and general expense 
not classified. $3750: stationery, street 
assessment books. etc.. $600: cement 
and porphyry. $58: total, $119,410. 

The report reminds the council cf the 
changed conditions, which 
may result in increased expense: 

“In submitting the above I wish to 
call your attention to the fact that the 
price of. lumber has advanced more 
than 38 per cent since February, 18398, 
and the great number of newly-graded 
streets that require constant attention 
will necessarily involve some additional 
expense in the maintenance of this de- 


partment. 


Fimarcial Needs 


Another extension of ninety days in 
which to comply with the provisions 
of the conduit, ordinance will today be 
requested by the electric companies, 
which say.they have found it impos 
sible to place their wires underground 
within the time fixed by the City Coun- 
ci. For the purpose of ascertaining 
the wishes of the companies and just 
what time they will require to com- 
plete their underground systems and 
remove their poles from the streets 
within the conduit areas, the Board of 
Public Works will hold a special ses- 
sion this morning at 10 o'clock. The 
several companies have been officially 
notified of this meeting, and it is ex- 
pected that all of them will be repre- 
sented. 

Although the work of laying the con- 
duits has been almost completed by 
all the companies, they say their sys- 
tems are in such conditions as to make 
it impossible for them to make the 
necessary connections and remove the 
overhead wires at once. This is es- 
pecially true of the Los Angeles Elec- 
tric Company. the last of the local 
companies to begin work on its under- 
ground system. This company had 
expected to use a portion of the San 
Gabriel Company's conduits, but when 
the two failed to agree the Los Ange- 
les company had to put in a system of 
its own. There was some delay in 
securing material, but when its mater- 
ial came the company placed.its wires 
underground as fast as possible, and 
now the conduits are almost complete. 
Until the connections are made with 
this underground system it will be im- 
possible for the company to remove its 


will be necessary. The Edison Elec 
tric Company has not completed mak- 
ing its connections, and it will also 
want an extension of time. 

“All we will need,” said Manager 
Thaxter of \hat company yesterday, 
is about ninety days. ‘That win 
be sufficient time for any of the com- 
panies to complete the work they have 
to do. We are ahead of some of the 
others, but during the past three 
months there has been much work 
done by all the companies. In three 
months all of them will be in condition 
to comply with the ordinance.” 

The manner in which the poles of 
the various companies will be removed 
is a matter in which all property- 
owners in the conduit district are in- 
terested. Some of the larger poles 
have been removed, and in many 
places they have been sawed off at the 
surface of the sidewalk, leaving the 
butt of the pole in the ground. Some 
of the owners of property are objecting 
to this, for they assert that such a 
course does not improve the appear- 
ance of the sidewalks. The butts of 
the Poles will rot in time and will leave 
holes in the walk which the owners of 
the property will have to cover. The 
companies find it much cheaper to 
saw off a pole, especially if it be an 
old one, than to dig it up. The Coun- 
cil will be asked to adopt some meas- 
ure regulating the manner in which 
poles are to be removed. 


Struggling With Bids. 


Neither the Board of Public Works 
nor the Supply Committee will be ready 
to report upon the award of the con- 
tracts for street signs or city supplies, 
for which bids were received Monday 
by the Council, before the next regular 
meeting. The Board has taken up 
the task of separating the street sign 
bids, of which there were more thnn 
fifty, each accompanied by a sample. 
As each bid is examined the members 
of the Board have to examine the sam- 
ple and compare it with others. The 
members worked all day yesterday and 
did not get through half the bids. 

The Supply Committee has a more 
difficult task. Bids for nearly 200 com- 
modities were referred to them and 
these have to be classified before they 
can be compared. This work will con- 
sume several days. 0 


A Special Session. 


A special session of the City Council 
will be held this morning at 11 o'clock 
for the purpose of passing upon the 
pay rolls of the several departments 
for the current month. The commer- 
cial bills against the city will this year 
not be paid until after the salary war- 
rants are disposed of, and as the fiscal 
year closes tomorrow the Council has 
decided to approve the pay rolls at 
once. 

“This proposed action of the Council 
for the benefit of city employes is all 
very well in thecry, but in practice it is 
not so well, said one of the officers of 
the fire department yesterday after- 
noon. “In the fire department near'y 
every man has received his money foi 
June long ago. From this department 
the claim shavers will gobble up about 
all that there is to be paid to firemer 
and the action on the part of the Coun- 
cil is really a favor to them. I know 
of more than enough to take all there 
is in the department salary fund and 
I know that the shavers are only wait- 
ing to present their claims to get all 
of it for which they have assignments 
of warrants.”

A MINING SUIT. 


SUPERINTENDENT CRINKLAW SUES 
FOR HIS PAY. 


The Ranner Mining Company Denie> 
the Claim, Makes a Counter 
Charge of £10,000 for Damages 
and Alleges Incompetence. 


A complicated, and yet what prom- 
ises to be quite an interesting suit has 
just come to trial in Department Three. 
H. Crinklaw ts seeking to recover from 
the Banner Mining Company for ser- 
vices as superintendent and manager 
of the mines which are situated in the 
Julian mining district, in San Diego 
county. A similar suit, wherein the 
same plaintiff seeks also to recover for 
like services from the Gold King Min- 
ing Company, is practically being heard 
at the same time, the facts in each case 
being similar. 

The plaintiff is being represented by 
the law firm of Mulford & Pollard, and 
Henry T. Gage, Esq., while the defend- 
ant corporations are represented by 
the firm of Collier & Collier of San 
Diego, J. D. Pope, Esq., and J: W. 
Kemp, Esq. 

The story of the plaintiff is that he 
was engaged and served as superin- 
tendent from September 25, 1895, until 
September 11, 1897, when he was dis- 
charged; that his remuneration was 
never fixed, but his vices were reas- 
onably worth $462 that from this 
amount has to be deducted board and 
lodging supplied by the company 
which, at the rate of $1.50 per day, 
amounted to $720.50, leaving a balance 
due and unpaid of $3906.50. Then in 
addition plaintiff claims a certain 
amount for six horses and wagons that 
he brought from off his ranch, and 
* ed at the defendant's mines, which 
brings the total amount for which 
judgment is asked up to $5688.50. 

To this claim the defendant responds 
by saying it has no basis in justice or 
in fact. Prior to the time when Crink- 
law was engaged as . superintendent, 
the Gold King Mining Company, 
against which the twin suit has been 
brought, had a capital stock of 300,000 
shares, of the par value of $10 each. 
The Banner Mining Company also had 
300,000 shares. Fidel Ganahl, who re- 
sides in Missouri, owned stock in each 
corporation, and Crinklaw had been 
employed to do work about the mines. 
The latter told Ganahl of the immense 
possibilities of the properties, and be- 
lieving his representations that he was 
a thoroughly practical man, and that 
the mines in question could be made 
to pay large returns, Ganahl purchased 
all the outstanding stock of the two 
corporations. He then gave Crinklaw 
five shares of stock in each company, 
and a like amount te T. J. Ganahl, W. 
Pollard, and W. S. Boerstler; the cor- 
porations were reorganized by electing 
these persons directors, and F. J. Ga- 
nahl was elected president, and Crink- 
law was authorized to act as superin- 
tendent. It was agreed, however, that 
while the company would furnish the 
necessary moneys to carry on work, 
pay his board and lodging, and his nec- 
essary expenses, he was to receive no 
salary or remuneration until net profits 
were realized when. he was to receive 
one-third of such profits... As a mat- 
ter of fact it is claimed that there were 
no net profits, and consequently. there 
is nothing due to Crinklaw. As for 
the horses and wagons, it is asserted 
that Crinklaw himself offered if the 
defendant would pay for the feed and 
shoeing, and the repairs to the har- 
ness. he would place them at the com- 
pany’s disposal without charge. 

But not content with denying the 
validity of the plaintiff's claim, the de- 
fendant has set up a counter claim 
against him. It is alleged that the 
company advanced $9476.05 to be used 
in the conduct of the business, and of 
this amount Crinklaw has never ren- 
dered any account, but has persistently 
refused so to do. Judgment is asked 
for such amount as the court may de- 
termine was not properly paid out in 
the defendant’s business, which, is 
stated to be about $1000. Then, too, it 
is charged that the ex-superintendent 
carried away and embezzied a full ‘set

pieces of machinery, aggregating in 
value $300, and a . is asked for 
this amount also. 

For separate cause of action it is 
charged that $12,222.72 was d out for 
conducting the business of the mines 
and mill, of which no accounting has 
been made, and that owing to the reck- 
less, wasteful, unskiliful and incompe- 
tent administration of the superinten- 
dent, great loss and damage, to the 
extent of $10,000, has accrued to the 
defendant; for which amount judgment 
is asked, with costs.

A CONDUCTOR’S MISTAKE. 


Mrs. R. Proctor Sues the Southern 
California Road for Damages. 


Mrs, Rose Proctor is a widow, r- 
siding in the East, who thinks ebe 
has been badly treated by the South- 
ern California Railroad Company. In 
such belief she has instituted suit in 
the Township Court to recover $299.99 
from the corporation. 

The cause of grievance as set forth 
by Mrs. Proctor is tha? in September 
of last year she bought «4 roun4-trip 
ticket from Cincinnati to tos Angeier 
and return. On February 9, she took 
train at La Grande Station for Bar- 
stow, there to connect with the east- 
bound train. Shortly before reaching 
Pasadena, Train Agent H. C. Brown 
demanded to see Mrs. Proctor's ticket, 
and after glancing at it handed her a 
pad and requested that she write her 
signature. She did so, and after com- 
paring the signatures Brown, as she 
alleges, in an insolent and insulting 
manner said: “You bought this ticket 
in Los Angeles, and you have to get 
off the car or pay your fare.” 

Mrs. Proctor maintains that she ex- 
plained to Brown as to how, when and 
where she had bought her ticket, but 
he said: “You can’t fool me; I know 
you and your name is not Proctor,“ 
continuing to repeat that she must pay 
or, get off the train. When Pasadena 
was reached she was ordered off the 
train, and the train agent retained 
possession of her ticket. Now Mrs. 
Proctor is seeking to recover for *the 
value of her ticket, for which she paid 
$120, the trouble and expense to which 
she has been put. and the damage 
caused to her good name.

nm June 22, and he suggested to the 
Hurt that it might be better if the 
‘oungsters were sent to the reform 
bool rather than to the Statz's prison. 
Hy the court did not favor the prapo- 
tion. . 

“If cu send all the ragamuffins up 
Whittier,” said Judge Smith, vou 
vill bankrupt the county. I think your 
Yffice ought to close down on this kind 
f thing. For every boy you seni u 
t means $300 a year to the county. 
~hen his proper place is in the Stace's 
prison. If you go out you can gather 
p in twenty-four hours a sufficient 
‘umber of young rascals to fill che 
Whittier school to overflowing.” 

The Preston school at Ione was in- 
stituted more particularly for boys 
already tainted with crime, leaving 
Whittier for those boys classed 4¢ in- 
corrigibles, but not necessarily crim- 
inally inclined. At present, good and 
bad are mixed. indiscriminately to- 
zether. 


A STRONG DRINK. 
James Scott Gets Damages Against 
a Saloon-keeper. 


A suit very much out of the ordi- 
nary was tried and decided yester- 
day in Department Five, before Judge 
Shaw. The title of the case was 
James Scott against Fred Hoppe, Theo- 
dore Friese and John Tischauser, and 
the plaintiff was seeking to recover 
$2500 as damages.

Fred Hoppe denied all liability, as 
he sold out his interest in the saloon a 
month before the. accident occurred, 
but the court gave judgment against 
the other defendants for $75. 


YOUNG, BUT DESPERATE. 


Harry McMenomy Will Answer for 
His Offenses in September. 


Harry C. McMenomy, the youthful 
burglar who ‘looted the premises of M. 
H. Newmark of a large amount of 
jewelry, and adopted a very belicose 
attitude whjle engaged in burglariz- 
ing the premises of Mrs. John E. Me- 
serve, was before the court in De- 
partment One yesterday, and had his 
trials on these separate charges set 
for September 10 and 12.

McMenomy made a rich haul, getting 
away with a varied assortment of jew- 
elry valued at about $4000, but was 
captured ere long, as a result of the 
woman with whom he was living sell- 
ing an uncut diamond for $5. The 
larger part of the jewelry was re- 
covered, and as the defendant will get 
a long term in the State’s prison, if 
convicted, it cannot be said that he 
had any very extended pleasure, as a 
result of the two burglaries that he 
committed.

HUTOHISON’S EXPLOITS AS A

Delegates Bilected to the State Con- 
vention—A Little Unpleasantness 
Over the Typographical 
Union. 


The Populist County Convention met 
yesterday and the fusionists scored a 
decided victory. A determined stand 
was made by some of the delegates 
who vigorously contended that the 


sacrificed for a mere scramble for offide.

The first trial of strength between the 
Wardall faction and the opposition oc- 
curred when C. O. Hawley inquired of 
the chairman why the call for the con- 
vention did not exclude as delegates 
all persons holding office, in accordance 
with one of the fundamental principles 
of the Populist party. He stated that 
at the Omaha Convention in 1892, the 
broad principle was laid down that all 
office-holders should be ineligible to 
sit as delegates in any Populist con- 
vention. Hawley accordingly offered

Hawley’s motion was finally 
laid upon the table by a large majority, 
the chairman extricating hi from 
a complicated parliamentary tangle by 
the declaration: “I know all about the

resolutions, and a recess was then taken | 
until 1 o’clock. 

The convention was late in coming 
to order for the afternoon session, but 
the delegates were entertained by Jud 
Rush, who narrowly escaped an apo- 
plectic fit while shouting denunciations 
‘of “‘the plutocracy.” When his ora- | 
‘torical fireworks had burned them- 
selves out, the chairman called the 
‘delegates to order. The first business 
-of importance after the reports of.com- 
mittees was the election of three mem- 
bers of the State Central Committee 
and ex officio members of the State 
convention. Half a dozen candidates 
were nominated, but it was evident 
that the anti-Wardall element was re- 
serving its strength for a fight later in 
the session. The programmers were al- 
lowed to elect Wardall, J. M. Hardwick 


The chairman then announced that it 
would be in order to nominate sixteen 
delegates to the State convention. A 
deluge of nominations followed Every- 

y was nominated, and seemingly it 
was the ambition of every patriot in 
the hall to go Sacramento on July 12. 
When everybody in sight had been 
nominated, one delegate, anxious to 
overlook no one, arose and moved that 
“the whole convention be nominated.” 
A motion to close the nominations was 
voted down, although the secretary 
said plaintively that the names had 
come so fast he could not write them 
all down. 

Motion was offered that the chair- 
man, secretary and tellers collect the 
ballots for delegates and count them 
after adjournment, announcing the 
result through the press. But this 
proposition was a little too raw, even 
for a convention owned by Wardall, 
and it failed to carry. 

The ballots were then collected and 
while they were being counted the 
convention proceeded to elect officers 
of the County Central Committee. Jud 
Rush nominated Hutchison as chair- 
man of the committee, describing him 
as fitted for the place because of his 
reputation “as a scrapper.’* Rush ex- 
plained, however, that he did not in- 
tend any reference to a “scrap” at the 
City Hall some months ago in which 
Hutchison figured ignominiously, and 
in which the Eighth Ward Council-

The nomination was duly seconded 
and Hutchison was elected, many of 
the delegates having by this time left 
the hall. C. O. Morgan was elected 
secretary of the committee. 

The battle royal of the convention 
then ensued.

To this purpose we pledge our 
heartiest support, neither asking far 
office nor dictating the platform, ex-

confident that with this power of choice 
all needed reforms will come as fast us 
the public come to understand them. 

„Resolved, that to us it seems that 
only such absolute consolidation afforls 
the slightest hope for a successful 
campaign for the anti-monopoly forces, 
and that a fusion which merely pro- 
Vides for swapping of offices and 
strenuous maneuvering for party 1 
vantage by three or more diverse or- 
ganizations, merely provides for l ss 
of forces which must result in bumil- 
lating defeat and we therefore refuse 
to thus codperate to belittle our prin- 
ciples and cast doubt upon our intelli- 
gence. 

“Resolved, t when this conven- 
tion adjourns adjourns subject to a 
cali from either the Democratic or 
Silver Republican parties, one or both, 
to a mass convention, to secure such 
complete consolidation of all reform 
parties as these resolutions define, and 
in case such call shall not be issued to 
us previous to August 1, 1898, the chair- 
man of this convention is hereby em- 
powered to reconvene this convention 
to nominate a complete ticket of county 
offices. 

“Resolved, that we instruct our dele- 
gates to the State convention to en- 
deavor to secure similar action in that 


body.“ 

The reading of the report was re- 
peatedly interrupted by hearty ap- 
plause from all parts of the hall. It 


was evident that the misguided dele- 
gates supposed that the resolutions 
would not have been presented unless 
in accord with Wardall’s views. 

As soon as the report had been read, 
R. FE. Curran rose and denounced the 
resolutions offered. He proposed the 
following substitute: 

“Resolved, that the, Executive Com- 
mittee of the County Central Com- 
mittee be empowered to appoint a com- 
mittee to confer with the Democrats 
and Silver Republicans to ascertain 
whether.any satisfactory basis can be 
found for united action in county poli- 
tics and to report to this convention 
when it reassembles, and it is further 

“Resolved, that platform recognition 
of the principles of direct legislation 
shall be an indispensable factor of any

A. R. Sprague replied to Curran’s 


attack and made an earnest and elo- 
quent plea for fidelity to the principles 
of the party, declaring that they 
should not be sacrificed to the ‘scramble 
for spoils.

“the committee’s report seems very 
nice, but it is not what we want. This 
report really means the same thing 
as the action of the State Central Com- 
mittee is virtually refusing to fuse with 
the Democrats. Lam not ready to fall 
in with any scheme that will give the 
Republicans all the offices.’’ 

This declaration brought the conven- 
tion to its senses, and when Wardall 
added that he was in favor of Cur- 
ran’s substitute, the delegates who had 
been loudly applauding the commit- 
tee’s report a moment before, flopped 
over to the other side with the utmost. 
alacrity, 

Jud Rush, the chief barn-stormer of 
the day, then secured the floor and was 
seized with a paroxysm of oratory. He 
denounced. the. members of the com- 
mittee as imbeciles and idiots, and 
flung in the usual denunciations of the 
plutocratic hordes of monopoly, with 
telling effect. He concluded with a 
motion that the report be laid upon 
the table. 

Sprague made one more dignified and 
earnest appeal for fair play, declaring 
that fusion-must be negotiated, if at 
all, with the most corrupt element of 
the Democratic party. 

Major Kinley of Burbank spoke with 
keen satire of ‘the argument made by. 
Rush, whom he alluded to as roaring. 
a. han; but the deiegat 
Were in no mood to heed anything that 
was not inspired by Wardall. 
Curran's substitute was finally adopt- 
ed as the platform of the convention 
by a vote of 91 to 20. ;

A row was narrowly averted just be- 
fore the adjournment. Wardall at- 
tempted to recompense Curran’s serv- 
ices by urging the delegates to sub- 
scribe to the latter’s paper. As Curran 
has long been under the ban of the 
typographical union, the chairman, 
Chappelle, who is a member of the 
union, rose on his hind legs at once, 
and angry words passed. McGlynn, the 
president of the union, took a hand in 
the rumpus, declaring emphatically 
that he “‘would neither patronize nor. 
support a paper that does not bear the 
typographical label.“ 

The debate was becoming acrimon- 
ious, when one of Wardall’s heelers 
struck in with the declaration that it 
was not the business of the conven- 
tion to settle union disputes.” The 
obedient delegates promptly took the 
cue and the disputants were forced to 
abandon their controversy. 

As the result of the day’s delibera- 
tions it has become evident that Bar- 
low’s private secretary has an im- 
mortal cinch on the Populists of Los 
Angeles county.

with him some weeks, and had paid 
marked attention to his daughter, but 
she was engaged to another young man 
who had gone away, the day after the 
murder was discovered, with his ship. 
He believed that John Mason had mur- 
dered the girl in a fit of drunken rage, 
because she had repulsed his advances 
and told him that she loved another 
man.

“I don’t want to harrow your feel- 
ings with the ghastly details of the 
preparations for the execution. The 
executioner was . While the un- 
happy man was being pinioned I spoke 
to the hangman, calling him by name. 

Mason instantly lifted his head and 
looked keenly at the man. Then he 
turned to de chaplain and said: ‘Open 
that paper.’ — 

“The chaplain tore open an envelope 
and read a note which the prisoner had 
written and made him promise not to 
read until after the execution. 

The clergyman's face went deadly 
white as te read, and then, in a 
strange, agitated voice, he asked the 
governor of the jail and myself to come 
outside the cell door. 

This is terrible!’ he exclaimed, 
when we were outside. The executioner 
and the condemnéd man are father and 
son.’

In view of the fact that the 
pros and cons will be so warmly discussed at 
Vednesday afternoon's public hearing, a con- 
dcnsed statement of the terms of the proposed 
franchise may be timely. 

The right-of-way sought by the Terminal 
corporation is for thirty years and through 
these streets: Following the present track of 
the Terminal to Green street, east on Green 
to Raymond, north on Raymond to Colorado, 
east on Colorado to Euclid, north on Buclid 
to Villa, east on Villa to city limits; also 
from the corner of Los Robles and Villa 
north on Los Robles to IIIinols, east on IIII- 
mois to Moline, then south on Moline to Villa, 
completing the loop. : 

It is agreed that on streets already having 
car tracks, the same tracks shall be used by 
both companies, that the gauge shall be the 
same as at present, and that double tracks 
shall never be laid on Euclid avenue and 
Green street, fifty-pound rails to be used, 
space between rails and for two feet on each 
aide to be paved with asphaltum on streets 
already paved, space between tracks only to 
be paved on streets not néw paved, with iron 
gutters across paved streets. Road is to be 
in operation within eighteen months or fran- 
ch'se forfeited. Cars to run every day; fares 
to be the same as at present, 15 cents for sin- 
sle trip between Pasadena and Los Angeles 
and 5 cents within limits of Pasadena; school 
children to be carried for half fare; the com- 
pany to furnish and maintain one arc light 
over each street crossing which it passes; 
insulated guard wires to cover the feed wires: 
the 1oad never to be used except for passenger 
and express purposes.

Lobster Packing Factory Building. 
School Trustee’s Anonymous Note. 


SAN PEDRO, June 28.—{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Work commenced this morning 
on the construction of a building for the use 
of the Catalina Conserving Company for 
packing lobsters. The building will be 26x76 
feet, and two stories in height. It will be 
erected on the west side of the inner har- 
bor, near the Haniman Fish Company's 
place. Twenty-one feet of one end will rest 
on the bulkhead, and the remaining fifty- 
five feet will be supported by piling. A 
wharf suited to the needs of the plant will 
extend from the building to a point where 
any of the vessels floating in the channel 
will find adequate draught. The wharf will 
have an appliance for hoisting fish from 
boats. In the building is to be placed a 
seventeen-horse power engine and boiler 
which will furnish heat for the cooking and 
power for a pump. Ap aratus for making 
the cans will be installed. The cans will 
be resin soldered and parchment lined, so 
that no injury to its appearance or otherwise 
may come to the delicate white meat within. 
It is intended to pack the lobster in flat 
cans in pound and half-pound sizes, and in 
tall cans in pound and pienic, or twelve- 
ounce sizes. Members of the company say 
that the article packed will be what is com- 
monly known as crawfish. but is really lob- 
ster. This, they say, they have learned 
after careful inquiry of the United States 
Fish Commission ,and of other scientific au- 
thorities. The schooner Lizzie Belle W., of 
twenty-four tons net register and having a 
twenty-three-horse power gasoline engine, 

as mn purchased for the company’s use 
in gathering the lobsters. It is designed to 
have the plant in operation by July 16. The 
output of the plant remains to be deter- 
mined, but it is estimated at eight or ten 
carloads of packed lobsters per year. The 
operation of the plant is expected to furnish 
11 for neary a score of hands. W. 
A. y and S. W. Waring will be the act- 
ing managers of the campany. 

ANONYMOUS LETTER.
